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Public safety, civil rights groups battle overlace ID tech

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — San 

Francisco isontrackto become 
the first U.S. city to ban the use 
of facial recognition by police 
and othercity agencies, reflect¬ 
ing a growing backlash against 
a technology that's creeping 
into airports, motor vehicle de¬ 
partments, stores, stadiums and 
home security cameras. 
Government agencies around 
the U.S. have used the technol¬ 
ogy for more than a decade to 
scan databasesforsuspectsand 
prevent identity fraud. 

But recent advances in artificial 
intelligence have created more 
sophisticated computer vision 
tools, making it easier for police 
to pinpointa missing child orpro- 
tester in a moving crowd or for 
retailers to analyze shoppers' fa¬ 
cial expressions as they peruse 
store shelves

Efforts to restrict its use are 
getting pushback from law 
enforcement groups and 
the tech industry, though 
it's far from a united front. 
Microsoft, while opposed to 
an outright ban, has urged 
lawmakers to set limits on 
the technology, warning 
that leaving it unchecked 
could enable an oppres¬ 
sive dystopia reminiscent 
of George Orwell's novel 
"1984." 

"Face recognition is one 
of those technologies that 
people get how creepy 
it is," said Alvaro Bedoya, 
who directs Georgetown 


University's Center on Priva¬ 
cy and Technology. "It's not 
like cookies on a browser. 
There's something about 
this technology that really 
sets the hairs on the back 
of people's heads up." 
Without regulations barring 
law enforcement from ac¬ 
cessing driver's license da¬ 
tabases, people who have 
never been arrested could 
be part of virtual police 
line-ups without their knowl¬ 
edge, skeptics of the tech¬ 
nology say. 

They worry people will one 
day not be able to go to a 
park, store or school with¬ 
out being identified and 
tracked. 
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Already, a handful of big 
box stores across the U.S. 
are trying out cameras with 
facial recognition that can 
guess their customers' age, 
gender or mood as they 
walk by, with the goal of 
showing them targeted, 
real-time ads on in-store 
video screens 
If San Francisco adopts a 
ban, other cities, states or 
even Congress could fol¬ 
low, with lawmakers from 
both parties looking to 
curtail government surveil¬ 
lance and others hoping to 
restrict how businesses an¬ 
alyze the faces, emotions 
and gaits of an unsuspect¬ 
ing public. 

The California Legislature is 
considering a proposal pro¬ 
hibiting the use of facial ID 
technology on body cam¬ 
eras A bipartisan bill in the 
U.S. Senate would exempt 
police applications but set 
limits on businesses analyz¬ 
ing people's faces without 
their consent. 

Legislation similar to San 
Francisco's is pending in 
Oakland, California, and 
on Thursday another pro¬ 
posed ban was introduced 
in Somerville, Massachu¬ 
setts. 

Bedoya said a ban in San 
Francisco, the "most tech¬ 
nologically advanced city 
in our country," would send 
a warning to other police 
departments thinking oftry- 
ing out the imperfect tech¬ 
nology. But Daniel Castro, 
vice president of the in¬ 
dustry-backed Information 
Technology and Innova¬ 
tion Foundation, said the 
ordinance is too extreme to 
serve asa model. 

"It mig ht find sue c ess in Sa n 
Francisco, but I will be sur¬ 
prised if it finds success in a 
lot of other cities," he said. 
San Francisco is home to 
tech innovators such as 
Uber, Airbnb and Twitter, 
but the city's relationship 
with the industry is testy. 
Some supervisors in City 
Hall are calling fora taxon 
stock-based compensa¬ 
tion in response to a wave 
of San Francisco compa- 
niesgoing public, including 
Lyftand Pinterest. 

At the sa me time, Sa n Fra n- 
cisco is big on protecting 
immigrants, civil liberties 
and privacy. In Novem¬ 
ber, nearly 60% of voters 
approved a proposition to 
strengthen data privacy 


guidelines. 

The city's proposed face- 
recognition ban is part of 
broader legislation aimed 
at regulating the use of 
surveillance by city depart¬ 
ments. The legislation ap¬ 
plies only to San Francisco 
govemmentand would not 
affect companies or peo¬ 
ple who want to use the 
technology. It also would 
not affect the use of facia I 
recognition at San Fran¬ 
cisco International Airport, 
where security is mostly 
overseen by federal agen¬ 
cies. 

The Board of Supervisors is 
scheduled to vote on the 
bill Tuesday. 

San Francisco police say 
they stopped testing face 
recognition in 2017. Spokes¬ 
man David Stevenson said 
in a statement the depart¬ 
ment looks forward to "de¬ 
veloping legislation that 
addresses the privacy con¬ 
cerns of technology while 
balancing the public safety 
concerns of our growing, 
international city." 
Supervisor Aaron Peskin ac¬ 
knowledges his legislation, 
called the "Stop Secret Sur¬ 
veillance Ordinance," isn't 
very tech-friendly. But pub¬ 
lic oversight is critical given 
the potential for abuse, he 
said. 

The technology often mis¬ 
fires Studies have shown 
e rro r ra tes in fa c ia l-a na lysis 
systems built by Amazon, 
IBM and Microsoft were far 
higher for darker-skinned 
women than lighter¬ 
skinned men. 

Even if facial recognition 
were perfectly accurate, 
its use would pose a severe 
threat to civil rights, espe¬ 
cially in a city with a rich 
history of protest and ex¬ 
pression, said Matt Cagle, 
attorney at the ACLU of 
Northern California. 

"If facial recognition were 
added to body camerasor 
public-facing surveillance 
feeds, it would threaten the 
ability of people to go to a 
protest or hang out in Do¬ 
lores Park without having 
their id entity tracked bythe 
city," he said, referring to a 
popular park in San Fran¬ 
cisco's Mission District. 

Local critics of San Fran¬ 
cisco's legislation, however, 
worry about hampering 
police investigations in a 
city with a high number of 
vehicle break-ins and sev¬ 


eral high-profile annual pa¬ 
rades. They want to make 
sure police can keep using 
merchants and residents' 
video surveillance in inves¬ 
tigations without bureau¬ 
cratic hassles. 

Joel Engardio, vice presi¬ 
dent of grassroots group 
Stop Crime SF, wants the 
city to be flexible. 

"Our point of view is, rather 
than a blanket ban forever, 
why not a moratorium so 
we're not using problem¬ 
atic technology, but we 
open the door for when 
technology improves?" he 
said. 

Such a moratorium isunder 
consideration in the Massa¬ 
chusetts Legislature, where 
it has the backing of Re¬ 
publican and Democratic 
senators. 

Often, a government's fa¬ 
cial recognition efforts hap¬ 
pen in secret or go unno¬ 
ticed. In M a ssa c husetts, the 
motor vehicle registry has 
used the technology since 
2006 to prevent driver's li¬ 
cense fraud, and some po¬ 
lice agencies have used it 
asa tool for detectives. 

"It is technology we use," 
said Massachusetts State 
Police Lt.Tom Ryan, adding 
that "we tend not to get too 
involved in publicizing "that 
fact. Ryan and the agency 
declined to answer further 
questions about how it's 
used. 

Massachusetts Sen. Cyn¬ 
thia Creem, a Democrat 
and sponsor of the mora¬ 
torium bill, said she worries 
about a lack of standards 
protecting the public from 
inaccurate orbiased facial 
recognition technology. 
Until better guidelines ex¬ 
ist, she said, "it shouldn't be 
used" by government. 

The California Highway 
Patrol does not use face 
recognition technology, 
spokeswoman Fran Clader 
said. 

California Department of 
Motor Vehicles spokesman 
M a rty G ree nstein sa ysfa c ia I 
recognition technology "is 
specifically not allowed on 
DMV photos." State J ustice 
Department spokeswoman 
Jennifer Molina said her 
agency does not use face 
ID technology, and policy 
states "DOJ and request¬ 
ers shall not maintain DMV 
images for the purpose of 
creating a database" un¬ 
less authorized.□ 
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Former U.S PiesidentJ immy Carter has surgery for broken hip

ATLANTA (AP) — Former 
U.S. PnesidentJ immy Carter 
broke his hip Monday at his 
south Georgia home when 
he fell while leaving to go 
turkey hunting, a spokes¬ 
woman forthe CarterCen- 
tersaid. 

The 94-year-old former 
president was treated in 
Americus, Georgia, nearhis 
home in Plains, and was re¬ 
covering comfortably after 
successful surgery, spokes¬ 
woman, Deanna Congileo, 
said in a statement. 

His wife of 73 years, Rosal- 
ynn, was with him, Cong¬ 
ileo said. 

In an indication Carter 
was in good spirits, Cong¬ 
ileo said Carter's main con¬ 
cern was that he had not 
reached his limit on turkeys 


with the shooting season 
ending this week. 

"He hopes the State of 
Georgia will allow him to 
roll over the unused limit to 
next year," the statement 
said. 

In a Tweet, President Don¬ 
ald Trump wished Carter 
a speedy recovery, saying 
the former president was 
in great spirits when they 
spoke recently. 

"He will be fine,"Trump said. 
In March, Carter became 
the longest-living chief ex¬ 
ecutive in U.S. history, ex¬ 
ceeding the lifespan of for¬ 
mer President George H.W. 
Bush, who died Nov. 30 at 
the age of 94 years, 171 
days. 

The milestone came de¬ 
spite a cancer diagno¬ 
sis more than three years 
earlier. Carter disclosed in 


2015 that he had melano¬ 
ma that had spread to his 
liverand brain. He received 
treatmentforseven months 
until scans showed no sign 
of the disease. 

"I've had a wonderful life," 
he said at the time he re¬ 
vealed the cancer. "I've 
had thousands of friends, 
I've had an exciting, ad¬ 
venturous and gratifying 
existence." 

Carter's legacy since leav¬ 
ing office has long over¬ 
shadowed his rocky White 
House tenure, where he lost 
after one term amid a U.S. 
hostage crisis with Iran. He 
and Rosalynn founded the 
Carter Center in Atlanta in 
1982 to foe us on global hu¬ 
man rights issues. 

The center has monitored 
elections around the world 
and worked to resolve 


conflicts and eradicate 
disease, including guinea 
worm. 

The former president and 
first lady still live in Plains, a 
town of about 750 where 
they were bom, raised and 


married. 

A devout Christian, Carter 
regularly teaches Sunday 
school at Maranatha Bap¬ 
tist Church, drawing hun¬ 
dreds of visitors to Plains for 
each session.Q

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Rosensbein: Russia probe justified, closing itwasntoption

WASHINGTON (AP) — Fresh 
out of his job as deputy at¬ 
torney general, Rod Rosen- 
stein said Monday that the 
J ustice Department's inves¬ 
tigation into Russian elec¬ 
tion interference was "justi¬ 
fied," that he would have 
never allowed anyone to 
interfere with it and that 
closing it had not been an 
option. 

He also took aim at former 
FBI Director James Com- 
ey, characterizing him as 
a "partisan pundit" busy 
selling books and earning 
speaking fees. The barbs 
continued an extraordi¬ 
nary public spat between 
the two law enforcement 
officials, coming days af¬ 
ter Comey said in a televi¬ 
sion interview that he didn't 
view Rosenstein as a per¬ 
son of high character. 

The speech before a Balti¬ 
more advocacy group for 
business and civic leaders 
marked Rosenstein's most 
expansive remarks on the 
recently concluded probe 
into Russian election in¬ 
terference and potential 
coordination between the 
Trump campaign and Rus¬ 
sia. In it, Rosenstein repeat¬ 
edly distanced himself from 
President Donald Trump 
— who has decried the in¬ 
vestigation as a hoax and 
witch hunt — and sought 
to burnish a legacy for him¬ 
self as a protector of the 
Justice Department's inde¬ 
pendence who tried to do 
what he thought was right 
regardless of public criti¬ 
cism. 

"I was responsible for over¬ 
seeing that investigation," 
Rosenstein said, according 
to his prepared remarks. 
"I knew from preliminary 
briefings with the agents 
and prosecutors that it was 
an important investigation. 
If it was not done correctly, 


there would always be lin¬ 
gering doubts about the 
scope of Russian efforts 
and the extent of Ameri¬ 
can involvement. 

"I would never have al¬ 
lowed anyone to interfere 
with the investigation," he 
added. 

Rosenstein's resignation 
took effect last week, but 
the speech Monday night 
made clear he is likely to re¬ 
main a public figure in the 
months ahead and under¬ 
scored a desire to explain 
and even justify a decision¬ 
making process that has 
come under heavy scrutiny 
by Democratsand Republi¬ 
cansalike. 


He used his speech, his sec¬ 
ond of the day, to defend 
some of the most conten¬ 
tious actions of his tenure, 
including his role in Comey's 
firing — he wrote a memo 
the White House held up as 
justification for it — and his 
subsequent appointment 
of special counsel Robert 
Mueller to lead the Russia 
investigation. 

He said Mueller's appoint¬ 
ment was necessary to pre¬ 
serve public confidence 
in the Justice Department 
and to resolve the investi¬ 
gation in a way that would 
protect America from for¬ 
eign adversaries. He said 
he knew not everyone was 


happy with the move — a 
likely reference to Trump 
and congressional Repub¬ 
licans — and it would be 
unpleasant for him and his 
fa mily. 

"But at my confirmation 
hearing, I promised that I 
would conduct the inves¬ 
tigation properly and see 
it through to the appropri¬ 
ate conclusion," Rosenstein 
said. "In my business, you 
keep promises. And in my 
business, the appropriate 
conclusion is the one that 
results when you follow the 
normal process and com¬ 
plete an independent in¬ 
vestigation." 

Perhaps his most pointed 


comments were reserved 
for Comey, whom he had 
criticized in a May 2017 
memo for his handling of 
the Hillary Clinton email in¬ 
vestigation, including his 
decision to publicly an¬ 
nounce that the FBI was not 
recommending charges. 

He said in his speech that 
though he did not blame 
Comeyforbeing upsetwith 
him, "now the former Di¬ 
rector is a partisan pundit, 
selling books and earning 
speaking fees while specu¬ 
lating a bout the strength of 
my character and the fate 
of my immortal soul. 

'That is disappointing," 
Rosenstein added. 'Specu¬ 
lating about souls is not a 
job forpolice and prosecu¬ 
tors. Generally we base our 
opinions on eyewitness tes¬ 
timony." 

He also said the memo was 
"correct" and "reasonable 
under the circumstances," 
even if Trump's reasons for 
firing Comey were different 
from hisown. 

Two days after firing Com¬ 
ey, Trump acknowledged 
in a television interview that 
he was thinking of 'this Rus¬ 
sia thing" when he made 
the move. 

Rosenstein said no one 
had told him what reasons 
for firing Comey should be 
put in the memo — though 
Mueller's report says Rosen¬ 
stein had been asked to 
reference Russia, a request 
it says he rejected — and 
said he was never told 
that dismissing Comey was 
meant to shut down the in¬ 
vestigation. He said he did 
not believe that firing Com¬ 
ey would affect the investi¬ 
gation. 

In a clear break from 
Trump, though, he said that 
if he had been in charge 
of Comey's firing, 'the re¬ 
moval would have been 
handled very differently, 
with far more respect and 
fa r less d ra ma .'O 
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J ury: Monsanto to pay $2 billion in weed killer cancer case

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — A 

jury on Monday ordered 
agribusiness giant Monsan¬ 
to Co. to pay a combined 
$2,055 billion to a couple 
claiming that the com¬ 
pany's popular weed killer 
Roundup Ready caused 
their cancers. 

"fhe jury's verdict is the 
third such courtroom loss 
for Monsanto in California 
since August, but a San 
Francisco law professor 
said it's likely a trial judge or 
appellate court will signifi¬ 
cantly reduce the punitive 
damage award. 

The state court jury in Oak¬ 
land concluded that Mon¬ 
santo's weed killer caused 
the non-Hodgkin's lympho¬ 
ma Alva Pilliod and Alberta 
Pilliod each contracted. 
J urorsawarded them each 
$1 billion in punitive dam¬ 
ages in addition to a com¬ 
bined $55 million in com¬ 
pensatory damages 
A federal jury in San Fran¬ 
cisco ordered the weed 
killermakerin March to pay 
a Sonoma County man 
$80 million. A San Francisco 
jury last August awarded 
$289 million to a former 
golf course greens keeper 
who blamed his cancer 
on Monsanto's Roundup 
Ready herbicide. A judge 
later reduced the award 
by $200 million. 

The three California trials 
were the first of a n estimat¬ 
ed 13,000 lawsuits pending 
against Monsanto across 
the country to go to trial. 
St. Louis-based Monsanto 
is owned by the German 
chemical gia nt BayerA.G. 
Bayer said Monday that it 
would appeal the verdict. 


'The verdict in this trial has 
no impact on future cases 
and trials, as each one has 
its own factual and legal 
circumstances," the com¬ 
pany said. 

The company noted that 
none of the California ver¬ 
dicts has been considered 
by an appeals court and 
that the U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency consid- 
ersthe weed killersafe. 

The EPA reaffirmed its posi¬ 
tion in April, saying that the 
active ingredient glypho- 
sate found in the weed 
killer posed "no risks of con¬ 
cern" for people exposed 
to it by any means — on 
farms, in yards and along 
roadsides, or as residue left 
on food crops. 

'There is zero chance it will 
stand," said University of 
California, Hastings School 
of Law professor David 
Levine. He said the ratio 
between the $2 billion in 
punitive damages and $55 
million in compensatory 
damages is too high. He 
said judges rarely allow pu¬ 
nitive da mages to exceed 
four times actual damages 
awarded. 

The California Supreme 
Court ruled in 2016thatany 
punitive da mages exceed¬ 
ing 10 times the compen¬ 
satory damages are likely 
unconstitutionally high. The 
court didn't propose a ra¬ 
tio it felt correct, but said 
punitive damages should 
almost never exceed nine 
times actual damages, it 
said. 

The punitive damages 
awarded Monday are 36 
timesthe actual damages. 
The lawsuits have battered 
Bayer's stock since it pur¬ 
chased Monsanto for $63

billion lastyearand Bayer's 
top managers are facing 
sha re ho Id e r d isc o nte nt. 
Chairman WemerWenning 
told sha re holders at Bayer's 
annual general meeting in 
Bonn last month that com¬ 
pany leaders "very much 
regret" falls in its share 
price. At the same time, 
CEO Wemer Baumann in¬ 
sisted that 'the acquisition 
of Monsanto was and re¬ 
mains the right move for 
Bayer." 

Bayer's stock price closed 
Monday at $15.91 a share, 
down 45 cents or 2.76 per¬ 
cent per share, in trading 
on the New York Stock Ex¬ 
change. The verdict was 
announced after the trad¬ 
ing session closed. 

Bayer's share price has 
lost half its value since it 
reached s 52-week high of 
$32.80 a share.Q

NEW YORK (AP) — Wood- 
stock 50 festival organizers 
and their onetime financial 
partner traded accusa¬ 
tions of broken promises as 
they argued Monday over 
whether the anniversary 
show can go on. 

With under 100 days to go, 
the two sides clashed in a 
New York courtroom over 
money, control, changes 
in plans and whether it's still 
feasible to hold the event, 
scheduled forAug. 16-18at 
Watkins Glen International 
racetrack. Ihe hearing is 
set to continue Tuesday. 
Organizers insist they're go¬ 
ing forward with a sprawl¬ 
ing, big-name homage to 
one of the most significant 
moments in pop music his¬ 
tory and 1960s countercul¬ 
ture. 

'We are producing what 
will be an iconic and his¬ 
toric event" that honors the 
1969 concert's themes of 
"peace and music," said 
Gregory Peck, a manag¬ 
ing member of organizers 
Woodstock 50 LLC. "I feel, 
personally, we need Wood- 
stock now as much as we 


did 50yearsago." 

But the festival's former 
main investor says it took 
charge of the show — and 
announced its cancella¬ 
tion April 29 — because 
preparations were lagging 
and the company was 
concerned for concertgo- 
ers' and performers' health 
and safety. 

'This festival is not going 
to happen," said attorney 
Marc Greenwald, a lawyer 
for backer Amplifi Live LLC. 
It's a n a rm of Dentsu, a n in¬ 
ternational marketing com¬ 
pany based inJapan. 
Woodstock 50 sued last 
week, saying Amplifi Live 
couldn't singlehandedly 
call off the show. 

The organizers accused 
their former pa rtner of sa b- 
otaging the event by scar¬ 
ing off the public, privately 
telling artists to stay away 
and draining $18 million 
from the festival bank ac¬ 
count. 

Amplifi Live shot back in 
court papers Sunday that 
the organizers' "incompe¬ 
tence" and "misrepresenta¬ 
tions" spurred the company 
to take control, nix the fes¬ 
tival and take back what 


remained of the $49 million 
it put in. 

The festival has yet to get 
a state permit, though of¬ 
ficials have prepared one 
conditionally, court papers 
show.

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 

Church of Jesus Christ 
of Latter-day Saints an¬ 
nounced its opposition 
Monday to a comprehen¬ 
sive nondiscrimination bill 
that faces long odds in 
Congress, saying the leg¬ 
islation doesn't "meet the 
standard of fairness for aII," 
contending it would strip 
key religious freedom pro¬ 
tections. 


The fa ith sa id in a statement 
thatthe Equality Act would 
'threaten religious employ¬ 
ment standards, devastate 
religiouseducation, defund 
numerous religious chari¬ 
ties." The church pointed 
out the importance of reli¬ 
gions and religious schools 
having the right to create 
faith-based employment 
and ad missions standards 
The Southern Baptist Con¬ 
vention and the Roman 
Catholic Church are 


among others that oppose 
the measure. 

'While providing extremely 
broad protections for LG BT 
rights, the Equality Act pro¬ 
vides no protections for re¬ 
ligious freedom," the state¬ 
ment said. 

The legislation would add 
gender identity and sexual 
orientation to existing fed¬ 
eral nondiscrimination laws 
covering such things as 
employment, housing, ed¬ 
ucation, and public spaces 
and services. 

The bill has widespread 
Democratic backing and 
seems certain to pass the 
House, but the chances 
appear slim in the Republi¬ 
can-controlled Senate. 

The Utah-based faith, wide¬ 
ly known as the Mormon 
church, said it favors "rea¬ 
sonable" measures to pro¬ 
tect LGBT people's access 
to housing, employment 


and public accommoda¬ 
tions, but that such efforts 
shouldn't erode the right for 
people to live and speak 
freely about their religious 
beliefs 

The religion has tried to 
stake out a more compas¬ 
sionate stance on LGBTQ 
people, while sticking firmly 
to itsdoctrina I opposition to 
gay marriage and same- 
sex intimacy. 

The church points to a 2015 
Utah anti-discrimination 
law it backed. That mea¬ 
sure made it illegal to base 
employment and housing 
decisions on sexual orien¬ 
tation or gender identity, 
while also creating exemp¬ 
tions for religious organiza¬ 
tions and protecting reli¬ 
gious speech in the work¬ 
place. 

The faith said the federal 
Equality Act doesn't strike 
the right balance. 


It expressed concern 'that 
the ongoing conflicts be¬ 
tween religious liberty and 
LGBT rights is poisoning our 
civil discourse, eroding the 
free exercise of religion and 
preventing diverse Ameri¬ 
cans of good will from liv¬ 
ing togetherin respectand 
peace." 

U.S. Sens Mitt Romney and 
Mike Lee, Republicans from 
Utah, also oppose the leg¬ 
islation. 

Lee said in a statement 
the proposal is "seriously 
flawed" and would "dan¬ 
gerously undermine the First 
Amendment and the free¬ 
doms it was designed to 
protect." Romney doesn't 
support the measure be¬ 
cause it doesn't contain 
strong religious liberty pro¬ 
tections that are "essential" 
to any legislation on the is¬ 
sue, said spokeswoman Ari-

ANNAPOLIS, Md. (AP) — 

Maryland Gov. Larry Ho¬ 
gan signed a first-in-the- 
nation measure Mondayto 
make it easier for people 
without health insurance 
to find out if they qualify 
forlow-cost insurance after 
they file theirtaxes. 

The new law will create a 
boxforpeople to checkon 
state income tax returns If 
a taxpayer checks the box, 
the state's health care ex¬ 
change will see if the per¬ 
son qualifies, based on in¬ 
formation in the tax return. 
Those who qualify for Med¬ 
icaid will be enrolled auto¬ 
matically. The exchange 
will reach out to people 
who qualify for private cov¬ 
erage. 

Hogan, a Republican, 
highlighted bipartisan work 
in the General Assembly, 
which iscontnolled by Dem¬ 
ocrats, on other health-re¬ 
lated measures he signed 
Monday. One of them rais¬ 
es the smoking age from 18 
to 21 and includes vaping 
in the definition of tobacco 
products. 

"We are also proud to con¬ 
tinue Maryland's record of 
leadership on health care 
by enacting legislation to 
furtherimprove accessand 
lowercosts,"Hogan said. 
Sen. Bria n Feldma n, a Dem- 
ocrat, said the measure is 
pa rt of a response to efforts 
at the federal level to over¬ 
turn the Affordable Care 
Act, including the end of 
the mandate requiring 
people to have insurance 
orelse paya taxpenalty. 
The Maryland measure ini¬ 
tially included a provision 


that would have revived 
the individual mandate in 
Maryland, but with an inno¬ 
vative twist: the uninsured 
would have had a choice 
of paying a tax penalty or 
make a down payment on 
health insurance. That pro¬ 
vision was taken out of the 
bill. 'We've been continuing 
to look for bipartisan ways 
to get more Marylanders 
health insura nee,"Feld man 
said. 'We've made a lot of 
strides. About six or seven 
years ago, we had about 
760,000 people without 
health insurance. Now, 
we're down to 360,000, and 
in lightofwhat'shappening 
at the federal level — the 
dismantling of the Afford¬ 
able Care Act, the elimi¬ 
nation of the mandate, 
we're starting to see some 
backtracking on that. So, 
we came up with an idea 
here that's first in the nation 
that you can use the state 
income tax return to check 
a box, and it will immedi¬ 
ately opt in." 

Stan Dom, who is direc¬ 
tor of the National Center 
for Coverage Innovation, 
estimated there are tens 
of thousands of Maryland 
residents who do not have 
health insurance who are 
eligible for low-cost insur¬ 
ance but don't know it. 

'We haven't begun beat¬ 
ing the drum, and we've al¬ 
ready heard from Oregon, 
New Mexico and Virginia," 
Dom said. "I'm expecting 
we're going to hear from 
state capitals all around 
the country, interested in 
following up with what's 
happened here.'O

NEW YORK (AP) — Nearly 
five years after Eric Gamer's 
pleas of "I can't breathe" 
became a rallying cry 
against police brutality, 
a disciplinary trial began 
Monday for the New York 
City police officeraccused 
of hastening his death 
with a banned chokehold. 
The start of Officer Dan¬ 
iel Pantaleo's internal trial, 
which could lead to his fir¬ 
ing, sparked protests in the 
streets and evoked emo¬ 
tional reactions from Gar¬ 
ner's family in the hearing 
room as video of the J uly 
2014 confrontation was 
played. 

The police watchdog 
agency bringing the case 
featured the video promi¬ 
nently at the start of the 
two-week trial, using the 
cell phone footage of Gar¬ 
ner being grabbed and 
pulled to the ground to 
shield against alternate ex¬ 
planations and concerns 
a bout the credibility of the 
man who recorded it. 

"His last words, 1 can't 
breathe,' tell you who 
caused his death," Jona¬ 
than Fogel, a lawyerforthe 
watchdog Civilian Com¬ 
plaint Review Board, said in 
an opening statement. 
Pantaleo's lawyer, Stuart 
London, countered that 
the video shows the officer 
using an approved tech¬ 
nique known asa "seat-belt 
hold "to restrain Game rand 
that he is being made to 
be a scapegoat in a politi- 
callycharged atmosphere. 
Ramsey Orta, a friend of 
Gamer's who shot the vid¬ 
eo of the confrontation, 
conceded during cross-ex¬ 


amination that Pantaleo's 
arm wasn't a round Gamer's 
neck when he uttered, "I 
can't breathe." 

'We know he wasn't 
choked out because he is 
speaking,"London said. 

The lawyercalled it a com¬ 
mon misconception that 
the phrase was uttered 
when the officer's hands 
or arms were around Gar¬ 
ner's neck. Gamer made 
the plea while lying on the 
sidewalk as officers were 
trying to handcuff him, Lon¬ 
don said. 

London said Pantaleo had 
pulled the much larger 
Gamer to the ground be¬ 
cause he feared they 
would crash through a 
plate-glass window while 
tussling against a Staten 
Island storefront. Gamer, 
who was 43, weighed 350 
pounds (159 kilograms) 
and suffered from asthma 
since childhood. 

"Mr. Gamer died from be¬ 
ing morbidly obese," Lon¬ 
don said in his opening 
statement, describing him 


asa 'ticking timebomb." 
The police department's 
disciplinary process plays 
out like a trial in front of an 
administrative judge, but 
the purpose is to determine 
whether Pantaleo violated 
department rules The final 
decision on any punish¬ 
ment lies with the police 
commissioner, with penal¬ 
ties ranging from the loss of 
vacation days to firing. 
Pantaleo, 33, has been on 
desk duty since Gamer's 
death. He denies wrong¬ 
doing and does not face 
criminal charges 
Two police officials in¬ 
volved in an internal af¬ 
fairs investigation into Gar¬ 
ner's death testified that 
they found Pantaleo likely 
violated department rules 
and thata request for disci¬ 
plinary charges was made 
in J anuary 2015.

Labour Brexit spokesman 
Keir Starmertold Monday's 
Guardian newspaper his 
party would only support a 
deal if wasputto a referen¬ 
dum vote. 

Starmer said that as many 
as 150 of Labour's 246 law¬ 
makers "would not back a 
deal if it hasn't got a confir¬ 
matory vote." 

Prime Minister Theresa May 
has rejected a new ref¬ 
erendum, saying voters 
made theirdecision in 2016 
when they narrowly opted 


to leave the EU. 

Foreign Secretary Jeremy 
Hunt said it was "a crunch 
week"forthe talks. 

He said the Conservative 
Party believed a new refer¬ 
endum "would be a betray¬ 


al of what people voted 
for, and we want to imple¬ 
ment the first referendum. 
But let's see where these 
talks go to." 

If the cross-party talks fail, 
the government says it will 


give Parliament votes on a 
series of Brexit options in an 
attempt to see if any has 
majority support. 

Previous "indicative votes" 
failed to find agreement on 
any way forward. 


"Fhe U.K.'s departure from 
the EU, long set for March 
29, has been delayed un¬ 
til Oct. 31 while Britain's 
politicians try to break the 
deadlock. 

Anger at the Brexit mo¬ 
rass is fueling support for 
smaller parties ahead of a 
European Parliament elec¬ 
tion next week. Ihe newly 
formed Brexit Party, led by 
former U.K. Independence 
Party head Nigel Farage, is 
leading opinion pollsforthe 
May 23 contest and could 
take the largest share of 
Britain's 73 seats in the EU 
legislature.

Denied graves by Nazis* resistance lighters finally buried

BERLIN (AP) — Executed for 
standing up against Ad¬ 
olf Hitler's dictatorship and 
then denied graves so as 
not to become a rallying 
point for others, the partial 
remains of 300 Nazi resis¬ 
tance fighters were laid to 
rest Monday in a solemn 
ceremony in a downtown 
Berlin cemetery. 

Ihe small wooden box low¬ 
ered into the square gran¬ 
ite-edged plot included 
remainsof Erika von Brock- 
dorff, who was beheaded 
in the Nazis' notorious Plo- 
etzensee Prison on May 13, 
1943 — exactly 76 years 
ago — for her involvement 
in the famous Red Orches¬ 
tra resistance movement. 
"I'm just ha ppy that there is 
now this place," reflected 
her daughter, 81-year-old 
Saskia von Brockdorff, after 
sprinkling handfuls of earth 
into the grave. "We always 
drove with my sons to Plo- 
etzensee, but that is really 
a place of execution even 
if it is not what it was then, 
and I'm glad I can come 
here now." 


Ihe remains — fragments of 
tissue — were discovered 
two years ago by descen¬ 
dants of Hermann Stieve, 
the former director of the 
Berlin Institute of Anatomy 
at the C ha rite hospital. 
Stieve wasn't a member 
of the Nazi party himself, 


but was complicit in their 
crimes, said Johannes 
Tuchel, director of the Ger¬ 
man Resistance Memorial 
Center, who was involved 
in the investigation into the 
remains and organizing 
their burial. Among other 
things, Stieve reached a 


deal with Nazi authoritiesto 
quickly receive the bodies 
of victims who had been 
executed for his research, 
in exchange for agreeing 
to leave no traces of their 
bodiesbehind. 

'The Nazis worried that the 
graves of the resistance 


fighters could become 
martyrs' cemeteries, so to 
speak, and they wanted to 
avoid this," Tuchel told The 
Associated Press. 

Stieve's main focus was on 
female menstrual cycles, 
and he wrote papers on 
how stress affected the fe¬ 
male reproductive system. 
The tissue samples discov¬ 
ered by Stieve's heirs were 
primarily taken from wom¬ 
en, aged 20 to 40, and 
the doctor would have 
certainly known that they 
did n't die of natural causes, 
Tuchel told relatives and 
others who packed the 
small chapel at the Doro- 
theenstaedtischer Cem¬ 
etery fora multi-denomina¬ 
tional service by Protestant 
and Catholic priests and 
a Jewish rabbi before the 
burial. 

"It was clear they were in¬ 
volved in the resistance 
and were executed for 
their activities," he said. 
Overall, more than 2,800 
people were executed by 
hanging orguillotine atthe 
Ploetzensee prison during 
the Nazi eraO

U.S. Iran envoy Brian Hook

'The secretary wanted to 


share some detail behind 
whatwe have been saying 
publicly.

"heard clearly" in Brussels 
that "we are living a cru¬

ed Monday. 

It was not immediately 
clear what punishment he 
might face. Protest organiz¬ 
ers say security forces killed 
around 100 demonstrators 
during the four months of 
rallies leading to al-Bashir's 
overthrow. 

The transitional military 
council ruling Sudan has 
said al-Bashir will face jus¬ 
tice inside the country and 
will not be extradited to 
the Hague, where the In¬ 
ternational Criminal Court 
has charged him with 
war crimes and genocide 
linked to the Darfur conflict 
in the 2000s 

Al-Bashir, who was the only 
sitting head of state to be 
subject to an international 


arrest warrant, was impris¬ 
oned in the capital, Khar¬ 
toum, daysafterthe military 
removed him from power. 
The military ousted al-Bashir 
on April 11, but the demon¬ 


strators have remained in 
the streets, demanding the 
dismantling of his regime 
and a swift transition to ci¬ 
vilian rule. In recent weeks 
they have threatened a 


general strike and civil dis¬ 
obedience. 

At least a dozen protesters 
were wounded Monday 
in clashes with the military, 
the Sudan Doctors Com¬ 


mittee said, including eight 
at the ongoing sit-in area 
outside the military head¬ 
quarters in Khartoum. The 
doctors committee is part 
of the Sudanese Profession¬ 
als Association , which has 
spearheaded the protests 
since December. 

Footage circulating online 
showed protesters block¬ 
ing roads in Khartoum with 
burning tiresand trees Oth¬ 
er footage showed men 
from the Rapid Support 
Forces forcibly dispersing 
protesters. The paramilitary 
RSF, which has led coun¬ 
terinsurgency campaigns 
in Darfur and other regions, 
is led by Gen. Mohamed 
Hamdan Dagalo, the dep¬ 
uty head of the military 
council. 

The SPA said the road clo¬ 
sures were in response to 
the military council's delay 
in handing over power to 
c ivilia ns. 

The protesters had resumed 
negotiations with the army 
earlier Monday while also 
calling for more demon¬ 
strations nationwide, in¬ 
cluding another march to 
the main sit-in.□

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Aims control a top issue at Russia-US talks Tuesday in Sochi

MOSCOW (AP) — U S. Sec¬ 
retary of State Mike Pom- 
peo's first trip to Russia is 
scheduled to start Tuesday 
in Bla c k Sea c oa sta I c ity of 
Sochi, where he and Rus¬ 
sian Foreign Minister are 
sitting down for talks and 
then having a joint meeting 
with President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin. A look at the top issues 
Pompeo and Lavrov are 
expected to discuss before 
briefing Putin: 

ARMS CONTROL 

The state of arms control 
treaties between the Unit¬ 
ed States and Russia is likely 
to feature prominently in 
the ta Iks 

The U.S. unilaterally pulled 
out of a 1987 nuclear mis¬ 
sile paetthisyear, accusing 
Russia of violations. Putin 
responded in kind, saying 
he was suspending Russia's 
participation in the Inter¬ 
mediate-Range Nuclear 
Forces treaty and accusing 
Washington of making false 
allegations 

Trump has said he wants to 
negotiate new arms con¬ 
trol accords that reflect 
current conditions and to 
bring in other nations, nota¬ 
bly China. 

The U.S. president said af¬ 
ter he and Putin spoke by 
phone last week they were 
considering a deal that 
would "get rid of some of 
the tremendous firepower 
that we have right now" 
and also include China. 
Speaking ahead of Pom- 
peo's visit, Russian Deputy 
Foreign Minister Sergei Ry- 
abkov said Monday that 
Moscow wants to focus on 
extending the SlARTtreaty, 
another key arms control 
deal between Moscow 
and Washington which runs 
out in 2021. 

Ryabkov added that Mos¬ 
cow wants to focus on bi¬ 
lateral commitments first 


before bringing China into 
treaty negotiations. 

ELECTION INTERFERENCE 

Pompeo'ssit-down with Pu¬ 
tin and Lavrov will be the 
highest-level, face-to-face 
talks between Washington 
and Moscow since the re¬ 
lease of special counsel 
Robert Mueller's report on 
Russian meddling in the 
2016 presidential election. 
Trump has downplayed 
the Russian interference 
and insisted Mueller's report 
cleared him of wrongdo¬ 
ing. U.S. officials acknowl¬ 
edge Russia inserted itself 
in the 2016 campaign and 
think it will try to do so again 
in the United States and 
elsewhere. 

While Putin has repeatedly 
denied Russia played any 
role in othercountries'elec¬ 
tions, U.S. officials say Pom¬ 


peo will raise the subject of 
election meddling in Sochi. 
At a meeting in Finland 
earlier this month, Pompeo 
said he told Lavrov the in¬ 
terference is "not appropri¬ 
ate and that we're going 
to do everything we can to 
deter it." 


SYRIA 

The United States has 
urged Russia to end es¬ 
calating a irstrikes in the 
last Syrian province under 
rebel control. U.S. Special 
Representative for Syria En¬ 
gagement James Jeffrey 
is accompanying Pompeo 
to Sochi to get a sense of 
Russia's long-term plans for 
Id lib. 

The Russian military has de¬ 
scribed its current opera¬ 
tions there as limited and 
solely in response to fre¬ 
quent rebel attacks on its 


air base. But U.S. officials 
appear concerned that 
Russia could be laying the 
groundwork fora full-on of¬ 
fensive by Syrian govern¬ 
ment forces. 

Russia and Turkey struck a 
cease-fire deal for Id lib in 
September, averting what 
was then seen as an inevi¬ 
table offensive on the rebel 
stronghold. Syrian and Rus¬ 
sian military planes started 
bombing the province on 
April 30. 

Russian officials publicly ex¬ 
pressed their impatience 
with Id lib's rebels, but said 
they oppose a majoroffen- 
sive. 

Lavrov is likely to press Pom¬ 
peo on the U.S. military 
presence in Syria as well as 
the international sanctions 
on Syria President Bashar 
Assad's government. Russia 
argues the sanctions ham¬ 


per the much-needed re¬ 
construction efforts for the 
war-battered country. 

IRAN 

Tensions between the U.S. 
and Iran have spiked since 
Trump withdrew a yearago 
from a 2015 nuclear agree¬ 
ment between six world 
powers and Tehran while 
reinstating economic sanc¬ 
tions on Iran's energy and 
finance sectors. 

Russia is one of the remain¬ 
ing signatories, and Lavrov 
is likely to stress to Pompeo 
the deal's importance for 
international security. 

Iran said this week it would 
partially end its compli¬ 
ance with the agreement 
unless the European parties 
are able to circumvent the 
U.S. sanctions and preserve 
the benefitsthe Middle East 
country expected to see 
from the accord. 

Pompeo scrapped the 
short visit to Moscow on his 
trip itinerary Monday and 
made an unplanned stop 
in Brussels to discuss the fu¬ 
ture of the Iran nucleardeal 
with European officials 
Last week, the U.S. said it 
was dispatching an aircraft 
carrier group and B-52 
bombers to the Middle East 
in response to intelligence 
that Iran was preparing to 
retaliate for the sanctions 
with attacks on American 
interests in the region. 

Trump also said he would 
like to meet Iranian leaders 
"someday" to "work out an 
agreement." 

NORTH KOREA 

Pompeo is coming to So¬ 
chi likely wanting to know 
if Moscow can do more to 
get North Korean leader 
Kim Jong Un to abandon 
his arms buildup. Russia 
is likely to press the U.S. to 
provide more security guar¬ 
antees to North Korea as a 
first step to breakthe diplo¬ 
matic stale mateO

CIUDAD JUAREZ; Mexico 
(AP) — Burgeoning num¬ 
bers of Cubans are trying 
to get into the U.S. by way 
of the Mexican bonder, 
creating a big backlog 
of people waiting on the 
Mexican side formonthsfor 
their chance to apply for 
asylum. 

Ihe surge overthe past sev¬ 
eral months has been pro¬ 
pelled in part by loosened 
travel restrictions in Central 
America and deteriorating 
living conditio ns in Cuba. 
Asa result, a bout 4,500 asy¬ 
lum seekers, the vast major¬ 
ity of them Cuban, have 
descended on Ciudad 
J uarez, a cross from El Paso, 
Texas — an influx that has 
raised tensions with some 
locals. 

"It's a bottleneck with an 
opening that is getting 
smaller," said Enrique Va¬ 
lenzuela, an official of 
Mexico's Chihuahua state, 
which manages Juarez's 
waiting list. "People keep 
coming." 

For decades during the 
Cold War and beyond, 
Cubans tried to reach the 
U.S. by air, land and sea, 
many of them crossing the 
90 miles to Florida in dan¬ 
gerously rickety boats and 
rafts. 

In January 2017, though, 
the U.S. ended its "wet-foot, 
dry-foot" policy of almost 
automatically admitting 
any Cuban who managed 
to reach American soil. For 
many Cubans, their best 
option is going to the U.S.- 
Mexican borderand claim¬ 



ing asylum. 

For many years, Cubans 
entering through the south¬ 
ern bordergenerallyflewto 
South America and tried to 
come into the U.S. at Lar¬ 
edo, Texas. But now many 
are using a relatively new 
and shorter route: They fly 
to Panama or Nicaragua, 
pay smugglersto help them 
reach the U.S. border, and 
seek to come across at El 
Paso. 

In the seven-month period 
from Octoberthrough April, 
4,737 Cubans without legal 
status entered the U.S. at 
crossings in Customs and 
Border Protection's El Paso 
field office, compared 
with 394 in the previous 12 
months Along the entire 
U.S.-Mexico border, 10,910 
Cuba ns came through offi¬ 
cial crossings between Oc- 
toberand April, versus7,079 
in the previous 12 months 
Migrants applying for asy¬ 
lum are often released into 
the U.S. while their cases 
make their way through 
immigration courts, which 
can take years But forCu- 
bans, it's easier to settle in 
the United States than for 
others 

Communist Cuba refuses 
to fully cooperate with the 
U.S. on deportations, mea n- 
ing that if the migrants lose 
their asylum cases, Cuba 
generally doesn't take 
them back, "fhe U.S. then 
has little choice but to let 


them stay. 

For Cubans and others, 
one of the biggest obsta¬ 
cles is simply getting an op¬ 
portunity to apply for asy¬ 
lum. Overthe last year, the 
Trump administration has 
sharply limited the number 
of asylum claims it process- 
esatland crossings, forcing 
people to waittheirtum in 
Mexico. 

At the current process¬ 
ing rate, the wait in J uarez 
is now up to five months, 
compared with only a few 
days as recently as Febru¬ 
ary. 

Panama became known in 
recent years as a relative¬ 
ly easy source of visas for 
Cubans who could make 
a convincing case that 
they only wanted to shop 
and return to sell goods in 
Cuba. Panama has a free 
trade zone where Cubans 
splurge on everything from 
shampoo to air condition- 
ersand electric motorbikes 
Also, in October, Panama 
began issuing $20 tourist 
cards to Cuban business 
people and certain others, 
replacing a longer, more 
difficult process that often 
ended in rejection. 

In January, Nicaragua 
made it faster and easier 
for Cuba ns to obtain a visa 
in Havana by eliminating 
the requirement that ap¬ 
plications be approved in 
Nicaragua 'sea pita I. 
Meanwhile, a drop in Ven¬ 


ezuelan aid and the U.S. 
hardening of the trade em¬ 
bargo against Cuba have 
created food shortages 
and a sense of crisis on the 
island. Young people in 
particular a re lining up out¬ 
side any embassy that will 
grant them a visa. 
Friendstold Yaneisi Hernan¬ 
dez of Havana that J uarez 
was safer than other Tex¬ 
as crossings, that it had a 
strong network of charita¬ 
ble groupsand, mostimpor- 
ta nt, that the wa it to c la im 
asylum in the U.S. was com¬ 
paratively short. After flying 
to Nicaragua and paying a 
smuggler to reach the U.S. 
border by bus, taxi, on foot 
and on horseback, she was 
disappointed to find 3,500 
namesahead of hers. 

"I can't even think about 
working here because I 
might get deported," said 
Hernandez, 39, afterspend¬ 
ing her first night in Juarez 
sleeping with other Cuba ns 
on a patch of grass out¬ 
side the government office 
where asylum seekers are 
assigned numbers while 
they wa it. 

Cubans arriving in Juarez 
last month said they paid 
smugglers about $2,000 to 
reach the U.S. border, plus 
$150 to $400 in the southern 
Mexico bordercity ofTapa- 
chula fora lawyerto obtain 
a courtorderallowing them 
to travel legally through 
Mexico. They waited about 


three weeks in Tapachula 
for legal permission to stay 
in Mexico. 

The surge of Cubans has 
been so big that Juarez 
restaurants have added 
Cuban favorites like roast 
suckling pig and black 
beans with rice to their 
menus 

Unlike Central Americans, 
many of whom are fleeing 
are extreme poverty and 
arrive with little more than 
the shirts on their backs, 
many Cuba ns can afford a 
cheap hotelorrented room 
if migrant shelters don't 
have space, aided by rela¬ 
tives in the U.S. They buy 
cellphones for their short 
time in Mexico, which they 
use to check a Facebook 
group that gives twice-dai¬ 
ly updates on the waiting 
list. Cuban men can be dis¬ 
tinguished by their spotless 
sneakers, track suits and 
avia torsung lasses. 

Some Juarez residents are 
wary. 

Casa del Migrante, which 
houses up to 1,000 people 
in its shelter, banned Cu¬ 
bans earlier this year be¬ 
cause they didn't mix well 
with Central Americans 
and didn't follow the rules, 
said manager Blanca Ri¬ 
vera. 

'They didn't like our food," 
she said. 'You have to 
make exceptionsforthem. 
They want rice, meat sand¬ 
wiches, they want pizza. 
... That attitude is not wel¬ 
come in migrant shelters." 
Some Cubansare also sour¬ 
ing on J uarez. 

About 10 Cubans pursuing 
asylum gathered near a 
phone charging bank one 
Friday night at the El Paso 
airport to wait for a 6 a.m. 
flight to Miami. After flying 
to Panama and reaching 
Juarez in early February, 
Amoldo Garcia, a Havana 
electrician, said he waited 
only two days to claim asy¬ 
lum in El Paso. 

After about two months in 
U.S. detention, Garcia, 47, 
was released with an ap¬ 
pointment slip for immigra¬ 
tion officials in Miami. He 
said he wouldn't recom¬ 
mend Juarez to anyone 
contemplating the journey. 
'There are too many peo¬ 
ple," he said. "It's become 
a lot more complicated.'□

Hoc hstuhl was the widow of 
William C. "BiH" Hoc hstuhl, 
who wrote Gemnan U-boat 
156 Brought V\far to Aruba 
February 16, 1942. Bill and 
Eleen lived in Aruba from 
1951 to 1964, 

Bill was one of the first per¬ 
sons to receive the Aruba 
Goodwill Ambassador 
Award (in 1964), not for vis¬ 
iting Aruba frequently, but 
in recognition of his good 
deeds for the youth of Aru¬ 
ba. 

Eileen Sivori was bom and 
raised in New York City. At 
the age of 20 she enlisted 
in the Navy Women's Air 
Force (WAVES) and trav¬ 
eled by bus to Cedar Falls, 
Iowa for basic training. 
She was determined to fly 
planes and trained hard 
for that. Eventually she be¬ 
came a trainerin Pensaco¬ 
la where she trained aspir¬ 
ing pilots in the simulator. 
One of those young cadets 
was Bill Hoc hstuhl who was 
captivated by his trainer's 


charms. Her immediate 
response to his early over¬ 
tures was a cold "get lost, 
cadet!" 

"Fhe story continuesthatthe 
cadet offered to buy hera 
steak dinner and the offer 
was too much to resist, es¬ 
pecially in those days! She 
eventually said "yes" and 
they were married in 1945. 

Eileen earned her pilot's li¬ 
cense in 1947 and never 
flew for the Navy WAVES, 
but herhusband, and one¬ 
time cadet, served as a US 
Navy pilot in Greenland 
during the latter years of 
World War II. Eileen also 
lived to see her grandson 
Lt. Col. Matthew Getty 
become a U.S. Airforce pi¬ 
lot who served in Iraq and 
Afghanistan flying a Lock¬ 
heed C-5 Galaxy, by far 
the largest Airforce plane. 
Although quite frail, she 
was also present at the re¬ 
cent ceremony when Mat¬ 
thew was promoted to full 
Coronet 


Besides being an accom¬ 
plished seamstress, Eileen 
loved to cook and was 
an avid golfer and bridge 
player. 

Eileen is survived by herfour 
daughters Jane and her 
husba nd Bill Getty and their 
four children; J ill Fabel; J es- 
sica and herhusband Rich¬ 
ard Nicolettiand theirthree 
children; Jennifer (bom in 
Aruba!) and her husband 
John Hinckand theirthree 
children. In addition, Eileen 
was blessed with thirteen 
greatgrandchildren. 

Eileen's life was celebrated 
at Trinity Episcopal Church 
in Red Bank, N.J. on May 
6th, 2019, and she was 
buried with military honors. 
Those of us who had the 
pleasure of knowing Eileen 
personally will always car¬ 
ry fond memories of her. 
Our heartfelt condolences 
go out to the bereaved

Ihe belief in spirits and the ability of the Cu- 
rioso Curandero to communicate with the 
earthly spirits:"God, the angels or saints" 


was fundamental to the effectiveness of 
expected result. 

The fundamental doctrine is based on the 
belief that every object in nature is con¬ 
trolled by its own independent spirit, or 
soul. 

Spirits inhabit the rivers, lakes, mountains, 
forests, trees, plants, sky, stars, sun, moon, 
animals, insects, fish, flowers and birds. 
Some spirits are good and help men who 
please them whereas otherspirits a re bad 
and liable to wreak havoc and harm on 
people and on tribal communities as a 
whole. It is the bad spirits that cause trou¬ 
ble, suffering, sickness and death. 

If a healer had control over the spirits he 
became extremely powerful, such power 
of conscience or quality of awareness 
wasthere to be used forgood and notfor 
one's own benefit.

A Native healing ceremony 


Many Native American 
Tribes believe that when 
a man is ill a bad spirit has 
taken away his soul or has 
entered into him, it is there¬ 
fore not surprising that the 
Native Americans would 
wish to gain power over 
these spirits. 

The man with knowledge 
of spirits and the super¬ 
natural was the Shamanic 
healer, he who would know 
protective words, chants 
and have the knowledge 
obtain through objects, 
substance, the burning of 
tobacco and botanical 
resins. Others use feathers, 
com pollen or talismans, 
which, if earned, would dis¬ 
arm bad spiritsand protect 
their owners against bad 
omens etc. Such wisdom, 
knowledge and discipline 
is what Amerindians be¬ 
lieve and respect as "true 
medicine" or "mystery 
healing" in the ceremo¬ 
nial context of indigenous 
American communities, 
"medicine" usually refers 
to spiritual healing. 


this tradition are referred 
to as medicine men, witch 
doctor, medicine people 
and mystery men, Shaman, 
Curioso orCurandero. 

Regalia - masks, rattles 
and drums 

Healers are equipped with 
a number of objects that 
helps him to communicate 
with spirits in other worlds. 
They practice dances, ges¬ 
tures and sounds as the 
symbolic powers of curan¬ 
dero to enter the spirit 
world. A curandero also 
wears ceremonial clothes 
and carries sacred objects 
such as rattles and feathers 
special seeds, beans, tal¬ 
ismans, drums and smoke 
to incarnate the spirits of 
nature and amplify their 
power. The curandero of 
some tribes or communities 
also used masks that were 
believed to hold spiritual 
powers and would iden¬ 
tify them with the spirits in 
other worlds and activate 
their powers, the mea ns by 
which spiritual healers em- 
bodiestheirrole.

The central concept 
orfocus is based up on the 
faith and trust of the partici¬ 
pant, that he or she will be 
cured. In many casesother 
modalities, such as eastern 
medicine, folk or Western 
medicine can offer com¬ 
plement, support and con¬ 
tributes to the necessary 
wellness.

Michigan's 
Beilein to 
5-year deal

CLEVELAND (AP) — John 
Beilein has spent a coach¬ 
ing lifetime taking ordi¬ 
nary prog rams and turning 
them into consistent win¬ 
ning ones. 

All in college. 

He's getting his NBA shot. 
The Cavaliers ended a 
monthlong search Monday 
by hiring Beilein, a 66-year- 
old offensive mastermind 
who made Michigan a pe¬ 
rennial powerhouse and 
now takes over a rebuild¬ 
ing project in Cleveland. 
Beilein got a five-year deal 
with the Cavs, who believe 
he can make the success¬ 
ful leap from campus 
Beilein's signing is some¬ 
what surprising given his 
age, lack of pro experi¬ 
ence and because the 
Cavs, who have had six 
previous coaches since 
2009, had been speak¬ 
ing almost exclusively with 
younger NBA assistants 
during their interview pro¬ 
cess. 

Beilein isn't the safest pick 
or the sexiest, but Cavs 
general manager Koby 
Altman said he precisely 
fits the coaching profile he 
wanted. 

"We interviewed several 
strong and talented can¬ 
didates who, no doubt, 
will get an opportunity to 
become an NBA head 
coach somewhere down 
the line," Altman said. "Fol¬ 
lowing the end of those in¬ 
terviews, it became clear 
to us that Coach Beilein 
was the right choice and 
best fit for our franchise.

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Sbicker wins Tradition by 6 shots for 1st senior major 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP) 

— Steve Strieker got the 
next best thing to a major 
championship, at least for 
a 50-something player. 
Strieker ran away with his 
first senior major Monday, 
closing with a 4-under 68 
for a six-shot victory at the 
weather-delayed Regions 
Tradition. 

Strieker led by two shots 
heading into the final round 
at Greystone's Founders 
Course and went bogey- 
free, finishing at 18-under 
270. It was the fourth win 
in 18 PGA Tour Champions 
starts for the Ryder Cup 
captain, who continues to 
play regularly on the PGA 
Tour. 

'This is special," said Strieker, 
wiping tears from his eyes 
during a "IV interview. "I get 
emotional. I hate this part." 
"The 52-year-old has 12 PGA 
Tourvictoriesbutneverwon 
a major, finishing second at 
the 1998 PGA Champion¬ 
ship to Vijay Singh. This one 
wasn't a bad consolation 
prize. 

"I wish I would have won 
one out there,"said Strieker, 
who's scheduled to com¬ 
pete at the PGA Cham¬ 
pionship later this week at

His celebration was muted: 
a single pump of his left 
fist followed by hugs with 
his caddie and Bernhard 
Langer. Strieker was runner- 
up to Miguel AngelJ imenez 
at last year's Regions Tradi¬ 
tion. 

Billy Andrade, Paul Goydos 
and David Toms tied for 
second, but no one chal¬ 
lenged Strieker down the 
stretch. Goydos closed with 
a 70 while Andrade and 
Toms shot 72. 

"I got off to a good start and 
just slowly crept up," Goy- 
dossaid. "I neverlooked like 
I was going to win. Strieker 
played really well, but I had 
a good week." 

Toms missed a birdie putt 
on No. 18 that would have 
given him second place 
alone. 

The fight for the title was 
overlong before that. 
Langer, who won the Re¬ 
gions Tradition in 2016 and 
2017 among his 10 senior 
majors, began the day two 
shots behind Strieker but 
faded with a 75. He wastry- 
ing to join Jack Nicklaus as 
the only player to win the 
Tradition more than twice. 
Nicklaus won four times 
from 1990-96. 


"He just ha nd les himself with 
such class and grace and 
such a true gentleman of 
the game," Strieker said of 
Langer. 

"He didn't have his best 
stuff. I thought he would 
come at me a little more 
than what he did, but I 
wanted to win and I want¬ 
ed to beat him and I want¬ 
ed to beateverybody. That 
was my motivating factor, I 
think." 

Strieker expanded his lead 
to six strokes with three 
birdies on the front nine. 
He chipped in at No. 4 
and made his last birdie at 
the par-5 13th with an ap¬ 
proach to within a few feet. 
Even with the win well in 
hand, Strieker spent a cou¬ 
ple of minutes pondering 
his approach on the par-5 
18th before he set up an 
easy two-putt par. 

Strieker flirted with trouble 
when his tee shot on No. 16 
missed right, but it bounced 
off a tree and nearly made 
it back onto the fairway. 

He delivered a shot from 
the bottom of a slope over 
trees and onto the green 
to save par — even though 
by then, a bogey wouldn't 
have hurt him much. □

15 days for Derby interference

LEXINGTON, Ky. (AP) — 

Jockey Luis Saez was sus¬ 
pended for 15 days for 
failing to control Maximum 
Security and causing inter¬ 
ference that resulted in the 
horse's historic disqualifica¬ 
tion as the Kentucky Derby 
winner. 

The decision by the Ken¬ 
tucky stewards was an¬ 
nounced by the Kentucky 


Horse Racing Commission. 
A lawyer for Saez said the 
suspension is "unwarranted" 
and that the rider's legal 
team will file an appeal 
within 10 days. They are 
also seeking a stay of the 
penalty pending appeal. 
"He had a flawless ride in 
the Kentucky Derby and 
there's no reason that the 
stewards should have giv¬ 


en any discipline to him," 
said attorney Sean Deskins 
of the Oldfather Law Firm 
in Louisville. "He did every¬ 
thing that he was required 
to do and that was within 
his power to control the 
horse." 

Saez was cited for failing 
to "make the proper ef¬ 
fort to maintain a straight 
course" in the May 4 race 
at Churchill Downs. Coun¬ 
try House, a 65-1 shot was 
elevated and declared the 
winner. It was the first time 
the horse finishing first at 
the Derby was disqualified 
for interference. Maximum 
Security was placed 17th of 
19 horses. 

Saez's suspension is May 23 
through June 14 and cov¬ 
ers racing dates 
The stewards' ruling comes 
a week after the racing 
commission denied an 


appeal of Maximum Se¬ 
curity's disqualification by 
co-owner Gary West. The 
commission's swift denial 
came hours after West an¬ 
nounced that Maximum 
Security would not run in 
th is weekend'sPreakness at 
Pimlico in Baltimore. 

The commission said that 
stewards' decisions are not 
subject to appeal. It also 
denied a request to stay 
the disqualification ruling 
pending appeal. 

West and his wife, Mary, 
said in a statement Thurs¬ 
day they are evaluating 
their legal options. They 
added that with a 'just and 
properhearing ofourcase 
Maximum Security will be 
restored as the rightful win¬ 
ner." 

Maximum Security led a 
muddy Derby from wire to 
wire, holding off Country 


House down the stretch 
in a trip that initially ap¬ 
peared to improve the 9-2 
second betting choice to 
5-0 lifetime. 

Stewards instead took the 
colt down after determin¬ 
ing Maximum Security im¬ 
peded the path of sev¬ 
eral horses between the 
far and final turns of the 1 
1/4-mile race. Maximum 
Security was near the rail 
before veering several rac¬ 
ing lanes to his right and 
making contact with War 
of Will, who retreated, Long 
Range Toddy and Bodex- 
press. 

Country House was in¬ 
volved on the outside but 
didn't appear seriously af¬ 
fected. Country House's rid¬ 
er, Flavien Prat, filed an ob¬ 
jection and said Maximum

second time in four sea¬ 
sons, the Toronto Raptors 
are headed to the Eastern 
Conference final. 

While the Raptors won't 
have to deal with playoff 
nemesis LeBron James this 
time, they will face a tough 
task in controlling Milwau¬ 
kee Bucks All-Star Giannis 
Antetokounmpo and the 
rest of the NBA's highest- 
scoring offense. 

Of course, Toronto will 
counter with Kawhi Leon¬ 
ard. 

He hit the game-winning 
buzzer-beater Sunday to 
help Toronto edge Phila¬ 
delphia 92-90 in Game 7 
of its Eastern Conference 
semifinal series, setting up 
a showdown between the 
East's top tea ms during the 
regularseason. 

Leonard's shot bounced 
around the rim four times 
before dropping through 
the basket. 

"It was great," Leonard 
said. 'That's something I 
never experienced before, 
Game 7, a game-winning 
shot. It was a blessing to be 
able to get to that point 
and make that shot and 
feel that moment." 


Leonard and the Raptors 
will have a few hours to en¬ 
joy it; the conference final 
begin Wednesday night in 
Milwaukee. In its only other 
conference final appear¬ 
ance, Toronto lost to LeBron 
J amesand C levela nd in six 
games in 2016. 

The Raptors a re well aware 
of the challenge ahead. 
Toronto guard Kyle Lowry 
said the Bucks have been 
"pretty dominant" in win¬ 
ning eight of nine postsea¬ 
son games — including the 
past four stra ight. 

'They've got a lot of weap¬ 
ons and they're pretty 
deep," Lowry said. 'They 
shoot the ball as well as 
anybody in the NBA and 
then they've got the one- 
man fast break in Giannis." 
The Bucks beat the Raptors 
three times in four regular- 
season meetings. Lowry 
was injured when Toronto 
won 123-116 at Milwaukee 
on J an.5. 

'We know we've got a 
tough task at hand," Lowry 
said. 'We have to prepare 
foritand get ready to go." 
Toronto coach Nick Nurse 
said the Bucks present 
challenges his team hasn't 
faced in eliminating Orlan¬ 
do and Philadelphia in the 


first two rounds. 

"It's a little different style 
that we're going to see," 
Nurse said. 'We're going to 
have to adjust to that really 
quickly, obviously, and for¬ 
get about how happy we 
are pretty quickly because 
it's a hungry team. It's a 
very deep team, a very 
good team. We're going to 
have to continue to grow 
and we're going to have to 
play better." 

Leonard scored 41 points 
on 16-of-39 shooting in 
Game 7 against Philadel¬ 
phia. He topped 30 points 
five times in the series and 
averaged 34.7 points over¬ 
all. 

Nurse said Leonard has 
been playing at an "elite 
level" in the postseason. 
Toronto center Marc Gasol 
agreeswith hiscoach. 
Leonard "can create a shot 
out of pretty much noth¬ 
ing,"Gasol said. "He'sa mis¬ 
match all around." 

In Antetokounmpo, the 
Bucks have a similar match¬ 
up nightmare forToronto. 
The Raptors will need con¬ 
tributions for everyone, in¬ 
cluding Lowry — who brief¬ 
ly left Game 7 because of 
a sprained left thumb but 
returned and played the 


entire second half. 

"I couldn't really pass the 
ball and grip the ball, but 
that doesn't matter," Lowry

ROME (AP) — Serena Wil¬ 
liams looked sharper than 
in her previous match two 
monthsago asshe opened 
her clay-court season with 
a routine 6-4, 6-2 win over 
Swedish qualifier Rebecca 
Peterson on Monday. 

Next up at the Italian 
Open: Sster Venus Williams 
in the siblings' first meeting 
on European clay in nearly 
17 yea rs. 

Venus, who won her only 
Rome title 20 years ago, 
defeated Elise Mertens7-5, 
3-6, 7-6 (4) after more than 
three hours, requiring nine 
match points before elimi¬ 
nating her Belgian oppo¬ 
nent. 

The Williams sisters' last 
match on red clay came in 
the 2002 French Open final 
won by Serena. In their last 
match in Rome, Venuswon 
their second career meet¬ 
ing way back in the 1998 
quarterfinals. 

'That'scrazy,"Serena said. "I 
vaguely rememberthat, so 
I don't really remember. ... 
We play each other a lot. 
Seems like every tourna¬ 
ment nowadays we meet 
early. It is what it is." 

Serena is now a 37-year-old 
mother and Venus is 38. 

"It doesn't change at all. 
We're justasfierce, Venus is 
just as fierce," Serena said. 
'We both really want to 
get some match play. We'll 
both do the best that we 
can. 


Serena leads the career se¬ 
ries 18-12. 

"I know that she's going to 
play really well and com¬ 
pete really well," Venus 
said. 'That'sa given." 

In March at the Miami 
Open, Serena needed 
three sets to beat Peterson. 
"It's been a while. I haven't 
played a ton of matches 
this year," Serena said. "Not 
my choice, just by force. I 
really, really actually des¬ 
perately wanted to be on 
the tour and to be play¬ 
ing. Itfeltgood to finally be 
back out. Hopefully, I'll be 
able to keep it up." 

Serena fell behind 3-1 in the 
first set but then began to 
take control with her base¬ 
line power on a windy day 
atthe Foro Italico.

'The decision isextreme. He 
never looked back to see 
who was behind him so he 
didn't do it with any intent. 
He only wanted to win, not 
to damage someone. He's 
always been correct, a 
great racer. I'm disappoint¬ 
ed for him." 

Viviani left the finish zone 
after the decision without 
speaking to journalists and 
with an angry expression, in 
contrast to his joy when he 
was interviewed immedi¬ 
ately after crossing the line. 


He used that interview to 
apologize to Moschetti 
and revealed how much 
Sunday's disappointment 
played on his mind. 
'Yesterday I made a mis¬ 
take. I thought about it all 
night,"Viviani said.

The most prolific month in 
motorsports arrived with 
two strong races with In- 
dyCar and NASCAR both 
opening May with momen¬ 
tum-grabbing entertaining 
events that should carry 
the series through their Me¬ 
morial Day showcases 
Simon Pagenaud, his future 
with Team Penske shaky 
because of a 21-race los¬ 
ing streak, stalked five-time 
IndyCar champion Scott 
Dixon in the rain around 
Indianapolis Motor Speed¬ 
way in the closing laps of 
its road course race. "Then 
the Frenchman completed 
a phenomenal late pass 
to win the Grand Prix and 
prove he's fighting hard for 
his job. 

Hours later at Kansas 
Speedway, Brad Kesel¬ 
owski closed out one of the 
more entertaining NASCAR 
races of the season with an 
overtime victory that gave 
team owner Roger Penske 
a sweep of the day. More 
specifically, six different 
Penske drivers tallied five 
victories in four series span¬ 
ning nine days to open 
May— The Captain's favor¬ 
ite time of the year. 

Penske, a 17-time winner 
of the Indianapolis 500, this 
year celebrates the 50th 
anniversary of his first Indy 
entry. 

This is a celebratory month 
for motorsports, a time for 
series to shine leading into 
the Sunday before Memori¬ 
al Day, considered the big¬ 
gest single day of racing in 
the world. Formula One will 
scream through the streets 
of Monaco early May 26, 
then IndyCar and 'The 
Greatest Spectacle in Rac¬ 
ing" take the stage at IMS. 
NASCAR closes the day 
with the Coca-Cola 600, 
a grueling race of attrition 
and one of the few remain¬ 
ing crown jewel events on 
the schedule. 

The stage is set for IndyCar 
and NASCAR to dazzle a 
new audience, make new 
fans, and prove racing isn't 
a dying sport. 

Both series got strong starts 
with last Saturday's double- 
header, a Pagenaud and 
Keselowski sweep, and the 


anticipation carries into 
Tuesday when Indianapolis 
officially opens for the 500. 
IndyCar is enjoying a resur¬ 
gence and slow, steady 
growth in both the series 
and its spotlight event. 
McLaren Centering the 500 
as an independent entry 
— the first McLaren at Indy 
since 1976 — and Fernando 
Alonso, the popular retired 
Formula One champion, 
is back for a second at¬ 
tempt at winning the 'Triple 
Crown." Oriol Servia was 
expected to become the 
36th entrant, which means 
real bumping in this week¬ 
end's qualifying. Three driv- 
erswon't ma ke the 500, a nd 
Penske has joined Michael 
Andretti and Chip Ganassi 
among the heavyweight 
owners wondering if Indy- 
Ca^s full-time tea ms should 
be exemptfrom bumping. 
A new qualifying formatwill 
make for a tense Sunday 
session, all played out live 
as NBC rehearses for the 
500 and its first broadcast 
of one of sports television's 
true iconic properties 
NASCAR, meanwhile, has 
its $1 million All-Star event 
Saturday night at Charlotte 
Motor Speedway and with 
it comes a chance for the 
series to string together 
consecutive competitive 
events. A snoozerof a race 
two weeks ago at Dover 
created the feeling a driver 
mutiny was looming over a 
rules package that has so 
farfailed to meet expecta¬ 
tions. 

NASCAR this season intro¬ 
duced the new package 
in an effort to improve the 
racing, but many drivers 
warned it wasn't going to 
work. The package hasn't 
been awful, and many of 
this year's races have been 
watchable, which is an im¬ 
provement from last sea¬ 
son. But the package has 
not lived up to the hype 
and drivers have voiced 
theirfru st ration. 

Many drivers spent last 
week complaining NAS¬ 
CAR will not listen to their 
input and the lousy Dover 
race is the just result. But 
then came Saturday night 
at Kansas Speedway, in 
cooler temperatures, and 
the package finally deliv¬ 
ered a compelling race. 


The race went to overtime 
and the 23 lead changes 
were one short of the total 
combined lead changes in 
both Kansas Cup races last 
year. 

That gives hope for the All- 
Star race, which last year 
was a de facto test of the 
new rules package. The 
race was created as a 
no-holds-bamed Saturday 
night shootout fora cool$l 
million payday and fortwo 
decades it delivered. But 
the luster has worn off — 
partly because the racing 
just hasn't been very good 
— and Charlotte track pres¬ 
ident Marcus Smith is con¬ 


sidering moving the event 
to Nashville next season if 
Speedway Motorsports Inc. 
can get that property up 
and running. 

Smith still believes Saturday 
night at Charlotte will be a 
show unlike any other on 
the NASCAR calendar, and 
a nother opportunity forthe 
series to shine during this 
important month. He's a 
huge supporterof NASCAR 
using the event to test new 
rules and ideas, as well as 
opening up research and 
development to teams in 
whatcould be a showcase 
of the greatest minds in the 
sport. 


'You can't test racing in 
practice because you're 
not actually racing if you're 
not racing for money and 
I think (that R&D element) 
is an important part from 
a competition standpoint 
of the All-Star race," Smith 
said. "Butfrom a fan and a 
driver standpoint, it is very 
similar to what happens in 
the NBA with the All-Star 
Game, or Major League 
Baseball during its All-Star 
week — it is a change of 
pace, a marker in the sea¬ 
son that people can kind 
of let their hair down a little 
bit, have fun and do some¬

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Apps cost too much? Antitrust lawsuit adds to Apple's woes

WASHINGTON (AP) — Con- 
sumerscan pursue a lawsuit 
complaining that iPhone 
apps cost too much, the 
Supreme Court ruled on 
Monday, adding to Apple's 
woes that already include 
falling iPhone sales and a 
European investigation. 

The lawsuit could have ma¬ 
jor implications forthe tech 
giant's hand ling of the more 
than 2 million apps in Ap¬ 
ple'sApp Store, where users 
get much of the software 
fortheirsmartphones While 
mostofthose appsare free 
to download, some impose 
fees for people to use the 
software and subscribe to 
the services. 

In those cases, Apple 
charges a commission of 
30% a practice that the 
lawsuit contends unfairly 
drives up the price forthe 
apps. Justice Brett Kava- 
naugh wrote the major¬ 
ity opinion that agreed the 
antitrust lawsuit can move 
forward in a lowercourt. 
"The court's four liberal jus¬ 
tices joined Kavanaugh, 
one of President Donald 
Trump's two high court ap¬ 
pointees, to reject a plea 


from Apple to end the law¬ 
suit at this early stage. The 
decision did not involve the 
merits of the suit. 

Apple argues it's merely a 
pipeline between app de¬ 
velopers and consumers, 
and that iPhone users have 
no claims against Apple 
under antitrust law and a 
1977 Supreme Court de¬ 
cision. Tens of thousands 
of developers create the 
software and set the price, 


Apple says. 

But Kavanaugh made 
clear that consumers deal 
with Apple, not software 
developers. 

'The iPhone owners pur¬ 
chase apps directly from 
the retailer Apple," he said, 
describing a relationship 
sufficient to allow the law¬ 
suit to go forward. 

Justice Neil Gorsuch, 
Trump's other high court 
pick, wrote a dissent for 


four conservative justices, 
saying that the consumers' 
complaint against Apple 
is the kind of case that a 
42-year-old decision, in Il¬ 
linois Brick Co. v. Illinois, 
was intended to prevent. 
The court in that case "held 
that an antitrust plaintiff 
can't sue a defendant for 
overcharging someone 
else who might (or might 
not) have passed on all (or 
some) of the overcharge to 


him," Gorsuch wrote. 'Yet 
today the court letsa pass- 
on case proceed." 

The ruling threatens to 
throw another monkey 
wrench in Apple's efforts to 
increase the revenue gen¬ 
erated from itsapp store at 
a time that its iPhone sales 
have plunged into their 
deepest slump since that 
revolutionary product hit 
the market 12yearsago. 

To counter the iPhone 
sales drop, Apple is trying 
to make more money from 
selling services such as its 
music subscription service, 
as well as a forthcoming 
Netflix-like video service 
while a Iso ta king a c ut from 
the subscriptions and other 
transactions done on apps 
downloaded on iPhones 
and iPads. 

The effort has been largely 
successful, helping to trans¬ 
form the Apple services di¬ 
vision that includes the app 
store into the fastest grow¬ 
ing part of the company. 
Apple's most recent quar¬ 
ter highlight the ongoing 
transformation as its servic¬ 
es division revenue surged 
16% percent from the pre¬ 
vious year to $11.5 billion 
while iPhone sales plunged 
17%to $31 billionO

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Escalating US China trade warsends stocks plunging

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average plunged more 
than 700 points Monday 
as investors sought shelter 
from an escalating trade 
war between the U.S. and 
China. 

The Dow and S&P 500 in¬ 
dex each fell more than 
2% as investors sold trade- 
sensitive shares in a broad 
sell-off that extended the 
market's slide into a second 
week. 

Technology stocks led the 
way lower, with digital stor¬ 
age companies and chip- 
makers among the big de- 
cliners. Heavy equipment 
makers Deere and Cater¬ 
pillar drove losses in the in¬ 
dustrial sector. 

Ihe world's largest econ¬ 
omies had seemed on 
track to resolve the ongo¬ 
ing trade dispute that has 
raised prices for consum- 
ersand pinched corporate 
profit margins. Investorcon- 
fidence that the two sides 
were close to a resolution 
had helped push the mar¬ 
ket to its best yea riy sta rt in 
decades. 

Those hopes are now be¬ 
ing dashed and replaced 
by concerns thatthe trade 
war could crimp what is 
otherwise a mostly healthy 
economy. Analysts have 


warned that failed trade 
talks and the deterioration 
in relations will put a dent 
in the U.S. and China's eco¬ 
nomic prospects. 

The Dow dove 711 points, 
or 2.7% to 25,230 as of 1:24 
p.m. Eastern Time. Boeing 
and Caterpillarfellthe most 
in the Dow. Both companies 
get a significant amount of 
revenue from China and 
stand to lose heavily if the 
trade war drags on. Boe¬ 
ing slid 4.8%and Caterpillar 
was 5.4% lower. 

The broader S&P 500 in¬ 


dex fell 2.8% The bench¬ 
mark ind ex is c o ming off its 
worst week since January, 
though it's still up sharply 
for the year. The Nasdaq, 
which is heavily weighted 
with technology stocks, slid 
3.5% on trackforitsbiggest 
daily loss of the year. 
Technology stocks were 
bea ring the heaviest losses 
Apple fell 6.1% and Cisco 
slid 4.2% Seagate Technol¬ 
ogy dropped and chip- 
maker Microchip Technol¬ 
ogy each gave up 6.9% 
Chipmakers and other 


technology companies 
have warned that uncer¬ 
tainty over the trade war's 
outcome is prompting a 
slowdown in orders. 

Bank stocks a Iso fell sharply. 
Bank of America dropped 
4.6% and J PM organ Chase 
fell 2.9% 

Safe-play holdings were 
the only winners as trad¬ 
ers sought to reduce their 
exposure to risk. Utilities 
were the only sectorto rise 
on the stock market, and 
prices for U.S. government 
bonds, which are consid¬ 


ered ultra-safe investments, 
rose sharply, sending yields 
lower. The yield on the 10- 
year Treasury fell to 2.39% 
from 2.45%late Friday. 
Overseas markets also fell. 
European indexes were 
mostly down a bit more 
tha n 1% In Asia, the Sha ng- 
hai Composite index fell 
1.2% Japan's Nikkei 225 
index gave up 0.7% and 
South Korea's Kospi fell 
1.4% 

Trade talks between the 
U.S. and China concluded 
Friday with no agreement 
and with the U.S. increas¬ 
ing import tariffs on $200 
billion of Chinese goods to 
25% fro m 10% O ffic ia Is a Iso 
said they were preparing to 
expand tariffs to cover an¬ 
other $300 billion of goods. 
China on Monday an¬ 
nounced tariff increases on 
$60 billion of US imports. 
Analysts have said investors 
should prepare fora more 
volatile stock market while 
the trade dispute deepens 
Many are still confident 
that both sides will eventu¬ 
ally reach a deal. 

"Since we see a trade ac¬ 
cord being reached in 
the not-too-distant future, 
we don't expect the mar¬ 
ket to endure more than 
a short-lived spate of indi¬

Amazon offers to help employees start delivery business

which is racing to deliver 
packages faster, is turn¬ 
ing to its employees with a 
proposition: Quit your job 
and we'll help you start a 
businessdelivering Amazon 
packages. 

The offer, announced Mon¬ 
day, comes as Amazon 
seeks to speed up its ship¬ 
ping time from two days to 
one for its Prime members. 
The companyseesthe new 
incentive as a way to get 
more packages delivered 
to shoppers'doorstepsfast- 
er. 

Amazon says it will coverup 
to $10,000 in startup costs 
for employees who are ac¬ 
cepted into the program 


and leave their jobs The 
company says it will also 
pay them three months' 
worth of their salary. 

The offer is open to most 
part-time and full-time 
Amazon employees, in¬ 
cluding warehouse workers 
who pack and ship orders. 
Whole Foods employees 
are not eligible to receive 
the new incentives. 
Seattle-based Amazon, 
com Inc. declined to say 
how many employees it ex¬ 
pects to take them up on 
the offer. 

The new employee incen¬ 
tive is part of a program 
Amazon started a year 
ago that let anyone apply 
to launch an independent 
Amazon delivery business 
and provided $10,000 in 


reimbursements to military 
veterans 

The program's expansion is 
part of the company's plan 
to control more of its deliv¬ 
eries on its own, ratherthan 
rely on UPS, the post office 
and other earners. Startup 
costs start at $10,000 and 
contractors that partici¬ 
pate are able to lease blue 
vanswith the Amazon smile 
logo stamped on the side. 
Overall, more than 200 Am¬ 
azon delivery businesses 
have been created since 
it launched the program 
last J une, said J ohn Felton, 
Amazon's vice president of 
global delivery services. 
One ofthem is run by Milton 
Collier, a freight brokerwho 
started his business in Atlan¬ 
ta abouteightmonthsago. 


Since then, it has grown to 
120 employees with a fleet 
of 50 vans that can handle 
up to 200 delivery stops in 
a day. It has already been 


preparing for the one-day 
shipping switch by hiring 
more people.

Aztec allies ritually 
disfigured captured 
Spaniards^ remains 


MEXICO CITY (AP) — New 

research suggests an Az¬ 
tec-allied town ceremoni¬ 
ally disfigured the bodies of 
captive Spaniards during 
one of the worst defeats 
in the Spanish Conquest 
of 1519-21, experts said 
Wednesday. 

Ihe heads of the cap¬ 
tive Spanish women were 
strung up on skull racks 
alongside those of men. 
An analysis of the bones 
revealed the women were 
pregnant, and in pre-His- 
panic practice that may 
have qualified them as 
"warriors." Another sacrifi¬ 
cial offering included one 
woman's body that was 
cut in half nearthe remains 
of a dsimembered child of 
3or4. 

The National Institute of 
Anthropology and History 
said the offerings were ex¬ 
cavated at the Zultepec- 
Tecoaque site just east of 
Mexico City. ZUItepec was 
an Aztec-a Hied town that in 
1520 captured a convoy of 
about 15 male Spaniards, 
50 women and 10children, 
45 foot soldiers who in¬ 
cluded Cubans of African 
and indigenous descent, 
and about 350 allies from 
indigenous groups in what 
is now Mexico. All were ap¬ 
parently sacrificed overthe 
space of months. 

But the dismemberments 
were not random acts of 
bloodthirstiness or revenge. 
Rather, the experts said, 
the inhabitants of ZUItepec 
were re-creating or imitat¬ 
ing mythological scenes 
with the bodies. 

"The inhabitants of Zulte- 
pec were re-creating cre¬ 
ation myths," archaeologist 
Enrique Martinez said. 

For example, one Spanish 


male was dismembered 
and burned to replicate 
the mythicalfatesof Aztec- 
era gods, according to one 
myth known as "El Quinto 
Sol," or Fifth Sun. 

The convoy was comprised 
of people sent from Cuba 
in a second expedition a 
year after Heman Cortes' 
initial landing in 1519 and 
they were heading to the 
Aztec capital with supplies 
and the conquerors' pos¬ 
sessions. Cortes had been 
forced to leave the con¬ 
voy on its own while trying 
to rescue his troops from 
an uprising in what is now 
Mexico City. 

Members of the captured 
convoy were held prisoner 
in door-less cells, where 
they were fed over six 
months, the experts said. 
Little by little, the town 
sacrificed and apparently 
ate the horses, men and 
women. But pigs brought 
by the Spaniards for food 
were apparently viewed 
with such suspicion that 
they were killed whole and 
left uneaten. In contrast, 
the skeletons of the cap¬ 
tured Europeans were tom 
apart and bore cut marks 
indicating the meat was 
removed from the bones 
The town then took on the 
name Tecoaque, which 
means 'the place where 
they ate them" in Nahuatl, 
the Aztec language. 

When Cortes learned what 
happened to his followers, 
he sent troops there on a 
punitive expedition. The 
inhabitants tried to hide all 
remains of the Spaniards 
by tossing them in shallow 
wells and abandoned the 
town. 

Cortes went on to conquer 
the Aztec capital in 1521.Q

More than a scent Cyprus 
promoting its perfume past

KORAKOU, Cyprus (AP) — 

Before Cyprus gained fame 
as the mythical birthplace 
ofthe goddessof love Aph¬ 
rodite nearly three millen¬ 
nia ago, Cyprus was known 
around the Mediterranean 
for its perfumes, scents that 
the mighty queensof Egypt 
coveted. 

What appears to have dis¬ 
tinguished the Cypriot fra¬ 
grances wa s the q ua lity of 
the rich olive oil in which 
the ancientperfumeiscap- 
tured the musky scent of in¬ 
digenous oak moss, citrusy 
bergamot and labdanum 
or rockrose. This was done 
through a distillation pro¬ 
cessusing clay vases of ex¬ 
acting dimensions. 

"Perfume is the symbol of 
life,"said Maria Rosaria Bel- 
giomo, a retired professor 
with Italy's National Council 
for Research whose own 
archaeological digson the 
east Mediterranean island 
15 yea is ago unearthed 
the oldest perfumery ofthe 
Bronze Age. 

Perfumes hide the smell of 
the dead and of decay. 
They, according to Belgior- 
no, have a "spiritual con- 
nection"to life. 

And that connection isone 
ofthe motivations behind a 


new perfume theme park 
nestled in Cyprus' verdant 
Solea valley, which allows 
visitors to recreate those 
a nc ient perfumes in the tra- 
ditional way, with replicas 
of the a nc ient c la y d istilleis 
extracting the scents from 
the locally grown herbs 
overan open fire. 

Belgiomo says evidence to 
the popularity of Cyprus' 
fragrances is found in a 
reference to a Cypriot per¬ 
fume merchant inscribed 
on 4,000 year-old tablets 
found in the ancient Greek 
city of Thebes That refer¬ 
ence pre-dates the emer¬ 
gence ofthe deity Aphro¬ 
dite, meaning Cyprus was 
famous for its perfumes 
before it gave birth to the 
ancients' love goddess 
The origins of perfume¬ 
making are believed to 
date back to 5,000 B.C. 
in ancient Mesopotamia, 
where archaeological digs 
in the early 20th century 
near the city of Mosul in 
modern-day Iraq turned up 
the first evidence of such 
activity. 

From there, perfume-mak¬ 
ing migrated to Anatolia 
and then to the Mediter¬ 
ranean and beyond, with 
perfumeries discovered in 
such diverse places as Sar¬ 
dinia and Slovakia. 


It was a long journey to 
perfume's modem spiritual 
home in France. 

For thousands of years, 
Cypriots — from the high¬ 
est echelons of nobility to 
the average commoner 
— produced and used per¬ 
fumes The popularity of 
those fragrances carried 
through the ancient Egyp¬ 
tians to the Templars, me- 
d ieva I Venetia n mere ha nts 
and up to the present. 
Early on in the last century, 
famed French perfumer 
Francois Coty created the 
perfume Chypre — French 
for Cyprus — which is one 
ofthe seven main perfume 
groups and the only one 
that bears the name of a 
place. 

The Italian Research Na¬ 
tional Council, along with 
Belgiomo, has teamed up 
with the Lazarou family that 
runs a successful herbal 
business to build the park 
which rests on a parcel of 
the family's farmland near 
the village of Korakou. 

The park puts on display a 
range of working replicas 
including those from the 
earliest known perfumery 
in the Mesopotamian Tepe 
Gawra settlement, from 
the Minoan era on Crete — 
of M inota urfa me — a nd of 
course from CyprusQ

CANNES Fiance (AP) — A 

year after 82 women pro¬ 
tested en masse on the 
red carpet, the Cannes 
Film Festival on Monday 
defended its record on fe¬ 
male filmmakers and for 
the first time divulged data 
on its selection process. 
Addressing reporterson the 
eve of the 72nd Cannes 
Film Festival, Thierry Frem- 
aux spoke at length, both 
touting the festival's strides 
in gender parity and bris¬ 
tling at what he described 
as Cannes' being held to 
an impossible standard. 
Issues of gender equal¬ 
ity have resonated par¬ 
ticularly in Cannes, where 
only one female filmmaker 
(Jane Campion, in 1993for 
'The Piano") has ever won 
the festival's top award, 
the Palme d'Or, and where 
women directors have 
never numbered more 
than four in the main slate 
of approximately 20 films 
Not wearing high heels has 
even, as recently as four 
years ago, been a reason 
for denying entry to a pre¬ 
miere. 

Cannes is also where Har¬ 
vey Weinstein for decades 
was a prominent regular. 
At the festival's closing 
ceremony last May, Ital¬ 
ian filmmaker Asia Argento 
declared on the stage: "In 
1997,1 was raped by Harvey 
Weinstein here at Cannes. I 


was 21-years-oId. This festi¬ 
val was his hunting ground." 
(Weinstein has denied the 
encounter was rape.) 
Following pressure by 
50/50x2020, the French 
sister group to Time's Up, 
Fremaux last May signed 
a pledge — with Cate 
Blanchett, Ava DuVemay 
and others looking on — 
promising to make the 
festival's selection process 
more transparent and to 
pushtheirexecutive boards 
toward gender parity. 

This year, Cannes's selec¬ 
tion committee was 50 
percent female forthe first 
time. On the recommen¬ 


dation of 50/50X2020, the 
festival created a space 
for nursing mothers, which 
it dubbed Le Ballon Rouge. 
And four films directed by 
women were selected for 
competition, matching the 
previous record set in 2011. 
Cannes on Monday of¬ 
fered a dose of transparen¬ 
cy on its selection process, 
including who sat on the 
selection committee. That, 
too, had been a suggestion 
of 50/50X2020. The festival 
said that it received 1,845 
feature film submissions 
from 39 countries, 26%were 
directed by women. Its of¬ 
ficial selection of 69 films, 


both features and shorts, 
included 19 films directed 
by women, or 27.5% 

Still,some have said Cannes 
isn't progressing coming 
quickly enough, noting that 
it trails parity rates of other 
major festiva Is, including re¬ 
cent editions of Berlin, Sun¬ 
dance and Toronto. Forthe 
second time in two years, 
Fremaux held a press con¬ 
ference defending Cannes 
from its critics, the day be¬ 
fore Jim Jarmusch's 'The 
Dead Don't Die" will open 
the festiva I. 

'When we signed this char¬ 
ter, the idea was never 
that the selection would 


be based on gender par¬ 
ity," Fremaux said Monday. 
"All the films in the official 
selection — and there are 
15 women directors in all, 
20 if you add the shorts — 
a II these films a re there be- 
cause in our view as the 
people who selected the 
films, they really deserve to 
have been selected." 

'There have never been 
so many women directors 
in the official selection be¬ 
cause there have never 
been so many women di¬ 
rectors in the industry as a 
whole,"said Fremaux. 
Cannes, Fremaux said, is 
criticized in a way that oth- 
erfestivalsand social orga¬ 
nizations a re not. 

'The Cannes Film Festival 
has to be impeccable 
and absolutely perfect. Of 
course we try to be per¬ 
fect," said Fremaux. "No 
one has asked me to have 
50%of films made by wom¬ 
en. That would show a lack 
of respect." 

50/50X2020 said it will re¬ 
view the findings in a press 
conference in Cannes on 
Friday. 

This year's festival has also 
attracted some backlash 
to its selections In competi¬ 
tion is Abdellatif Kechiche, 
whose "Blue Is the Wannest 
Color" won the Palme d'Or 
in 2013. In October, Paris 
authorities launched an in¬ 
vestigation into a sexual as¬ 
sault allegation against the 
director. □

Both are entrepreneurs out¬ 
side of Hollywood — Alba 
with her baby and home 
products company, and 
Union with a fashion line.

WHO'STHE BOSS? 

Union: There's a pleasure 
in J essica and I both being 
executive producers and 
creating a show where it's 
not one bad-ass woman 
but two bad-ass women, 
and two bad-ass women 
of color who are not only 
bosses in real life but bosses 
in front of and behind the 
camera. And for us to both 
be executive producers 
and to have a major say-so 
of what goes into the show 
and the experience in mak¬ 
ing the show, is by far one 
of the most rewarding and 
fulfilling thingsof my career. 
Alba: We got to create 
an environment that we 
hadn't ever been part of, 
or we haven't seen our¬ 
selves in Hollywood over 
our 20 years-plus experi¬ 
ence in the business. When 
Gab (Gabrielle) asked me 
to be part of the show, I 
said, "Here's some table 


stakes. I'm breastfeeding 
my newborn son, I have a 
7- and 10-year-old, and I 
never want to feel weird 
or awkward about them 
being part of my life. They 
will come to set, and that 
needs to be cool with ev¬ 
eryone. And if it's not, then 
this isn't the show that I 
should be part of." We al¬ 
ways tried to be as effec¬ 
tive and efficient as pos¬ 
sible, but then also have a 
really supportive commu¬ 
nity where people's families 
can come to set. 

RIGHT PLACE, RIG HOME 
Alba: When the story origi¬ 
nally was being devel¬ 
oped for a network, they 
very much wanted to fit 
us inside of these buckets 
or stereotypes, while we 
wanted to break out of 
those boundaries. At Spec¬ 
trum, the women running 
the network really wanted 
us just to create the best 
show, and in that we got 
to create cool characters 
that have rich lives. They're 
flawed. They're compli¬ 
cated. They don't always 
agree. They're not com¬ 
petitive. They complement 
each other. But they also 
have fun and they're fun¬ 
ny and they're witty and 
they're girls that you want 
to like grab a beer with or 
a shot of tequila withorcry 
with. And you just don't get 
to see women in thisway. 
Union: A lot of networks 


in the last few years have 
talked a big game about 
wanting diversity and in¬ 
clusion — 'We want shows 
headed by women, we 
want strong female leads" 
And the proof is in the pud¬ 
ding, and that that pud¬ 
ding is a little thin. But what 
you see on cable and 
streaming is people who 
actually walk the walk and 
talk the talk, and they put 
the money and resources 
behind developing, creat¬ 
ing and actually putting 
on air shows with not one 
but two women, and two 
women of color who are 
allowed to be full-bodied, 
multi-dimensional charac¬ 
ters. That's really neverhap- 
pened in any sort of mean¬ 
ingful way on network tele¬ 
vision. 

LET US ENTERTAIN YOU 

Alba: If we grandstand and 
say, "Hey, we're in this show 
and because we're women 
of color, you should tune in, 
that's (bull). We don't care 
about that. You're tuning 
in because it's cool and it 
works The story lines work. 
They're rich. They're inter¬ 
esting, they're mysterious 
The jokes a re funny. They're 
not corny or cheesy. And 
we're not relying on any 
sort of stereotypical thing 
out there to get by. If it's 
successful or not, we all 
can lookaround and Ithink 
we can be really proud of 
whatwe've producedO 
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Doris Day, actress who honed wholesome image, dies at 97

Doris Day, the sunny blond 
actress and singer whose 
frothy comedic rolesoppo- 
site the likes of Rock Hud¬ 
son and Cary Grant made 
her one of Hollywood's big¬ 
gest stars in the 1950s and 
'60sand a symbol of whole¬ 
some American woman¬ 
hood, died Monday. She 
was 97. 

In more recent years, Day 
had been an animal rights 
advocate. Her Doris Day 
Animal Foundation con¬ 
firmed her death at her 
Carmel Valley, California, 
home. 

Day "had been in excellent 
physical health forherage" 
but had recently contract¬ 
ed pneumonia, the foun¬ 
dation said in a statement. 
She requested that no me¬ 
morial servicesbe held and 
no grave marker erected. 
With her lilting contralto, 
fresh-faced beauty and 
glowing smile, Day was a 
top box-office draw and 
recording artist known for 
comedies such as "Pillow 
Talk" and 'That Touch of 
Mink," as well as songs like 
'Whatever Will Be, Will Be 
(Que Sera, Sera)" from the 
Alfred Hitchcock film 'The 
Man Who Knew Too Much." 
Over time, she became 
more than a name above 
the title. Right down to her 
cheerful, alliterative stage 
name, she stood for the 
era's ideal of innocence 
and G-rated love, a paral¬ 
lel world to her contempo¬ 
rary Marilyn Monroe. The 
running joke, attributed to 
both Groucho Marx and 
actor-composer Oscar Le¬ 
vant, was that they had 
known Day "before she was 
a virgin." 

Day herself was no Do¬ 
ris Day, by choice and by 
hard luck. Her 1976 tell-all 
book, "Doris Day: Her Own 
Story," chronicled her mon¬ 
ey troublesand three failed 
mania ges. 

"I have the unfortunate 
reputation of being Miss 
Goody Two-Shoes, Ameri¬ 
ca's Virgin, and all that, so 
I'm afraid it'sgoing to shock 
some people forme to say 
this, but I staunchly believe 
no two people should get 
married until they have 
lived together," she wrote. 


A.E. Hotchner, who col¬ 
laborated with Day on her 
memoir, said she had a 
"sweet and sour" existence 
and never let her personal 
difficulties "change her at¬ 
titude toward people." 

'She was such a positive, 
absolutely enchanting 
woman," he told The Asso¬ 
ciated Press on Monday. 
"And she was so loved." 
Day received a Presiden¬ 
tial Medal of Freedom in 
2004. Although mostly re¬ 
tired from show business 
since the 1980s, she still had 
enough of a following that 
a 2011 collection of pre¬ 
viously unreleased songs, 
"My Heart," hit the top 10 
in the United Kingdom. The 
same year, she received a 
lifetime achievement hon- 
orfromthe Los Angeles Film 
Critics Association. 

The Humane Society of the 
United States, of which The 
Doris Day Animal League is 
an affiliate, praised Day as 
a pioneerin animal protec¬ 
tion. 

In 1987, Day 'founded one 
of the first national ani¬ 
mal protection organiza¬ 
tions dedicated to legisla¬ 
tive remedies for the worst 
animal abuse," said the 
league's executive direc¬ 
tor, Sara Amundson. Her 
foresight "led to dozens of 
bills, final rules and policies 
on the federal level," which 


helped end abusive vid¬ 
eos, protect chimpanzees 
from invasive research and 
regulate the online sale of 
puppies 

"She is an icon in the animal 
protection world and will 
be sorely missed forhersin- 
gular advocacy," Amund¬ 
son said. 

Paul McCartney, a friend, 
called Day "a true star in 
more ways than one." 
'Visiting her in her Califor¬ 
nian home waslike going to 
an animal sanctuary where 
hermany dogs were taken 
care of in splendid style," 
he said in a statement. 

"She had a heart of gold 
and was a very funny lady 
who I shared many laughs 
with." 

He cited films like 'Calam- 
ityjane," "Move Over, Dar¬ 
ling" and others and said 
he would "always remem¬ 
ber her twinkling smile and 
infectious la ugh." 

Day "was kind and de¬ 
cent, onscreen and off; she 
maintained her friendship 
with Rock Hudson after his 
AIDS diagnosis, in a climate 
of fear and abandonment 
— one of his last appear¬ 
ances was on a TV show 
with her," playwright Paul 
Rud nick tweeted. 

Bom to a music teacher 
and a housewife in Cincin¬ 
nati, Day dreamed of a 
dance career but at age 


12 broke her leg badly 
when a car in which she 
was traveling was hit by a 
train. Ustening to the radio 
while recuperating, she be¬ 
gan singing along with Ella 
Fitzgerald, 'trying to catch 
the subtle ways she shaded 
her voice, the casual yet 
clean way she sang the 
words." 

Day began singing at a 
Cincinnati radio station, 
then a nightclub, then in 
New York. A bandleader 
changed her name to Day 
after the song "Day after 
Day"to fit it on a marquee. 
A marriage at 17 to trom¬ 
bonist Al Jorden ended 
when, she said, he beat 
her when she was eight 
months' pregnant. She 
gave birth to her son, Terry, 
in early 1942. Her second 
marriage also was short¬ 
lived. She returned to Les 
Brown's band after the first 
marriage broke up. 

Her Hollywood career be¬ 
gan aftershe sang ata Hol¬ 
lywood party in 1947. After 
early stardom as a band 
singer and a stint at War¬ 
ner Bros., Day won the best 
notices of her career with 
1955's "Love Me or Leave 
Me," the story of songstress 
Ruth Etting and her gang¬ 
ster husband-manager. 
She followed with 'The Man 
Who Knew Too Much,"star¬ 
ring with J ames Stewart as 


an innocent couple en¬ 
snared in an international 
assassination plot. She sang 
"Que Sera, Sera"just asthe 
story reached itsclimax. 

But she found her greatest 
success in slick, stylish sex 
comedies, beginning with 
1959's Oscar-nominated 
"Pillow Talk," in which she 
and Hudson played two 
New Yorkers who shared a 
telephone party line. It was 
the first of three films with 
Hudson. 

In 'That Touch of Mink," she 
turned back advances 
from Grant and in 'The Thrill 
of It AH" played a housewife 
who gains fame as a TV 
p itc hwo ma n to the chagrin 
of obstetrician husband 
J a mes Gamer. 

The nation'stheaterowners 
voted her the top money¬ 
making star in 1960, 1962, 
1963 and 1964. 

Her first singing hit was the 
1945 smash 'Sentimental 
Journey," when she was 
barely in her 20s. Among 
the other songs she made 
famous were "Everybody 
Loves a Lover," "Secret 
Love," and "It's Magic," a 
song from her first film, "Ro¬ 
mance on the High Seas." 
Critic Gary Giddins called 
her'the coolest and sexiest 
female singer of slow-bal- 
ladsin movie history." 

Day was cast in "Romance 
on the High Seas" after 
Judy Garland and Betty 
Hutton bowed out. Warner 
Bros cashed in on its new 
star with a series of musi¬ 
cals, including "My Dream 
Is Yours," 'Tea for Two" and 
"Lullaby of Broadway." Her 
dramas included 'Young 
Man with a Horn" and 
"Storm Warning." 

Her last film was 'With Six 
You Get Eggroll," a 1968 
comedy about a widow 
and a widower who blend 
families 

In the 1960s, Day discov¬ 
ered thatfailed investments 
by herthird husband, Mar¬ 
tin Melcher, left herdeeply 
in d e bt. She eve ntua lly wo n 
a multimillion-dollar judg¬ 
ment a gainst their lawyer. 
With movies trending to¬ 
ward more explicit sex, she 
turned to television to re¬ 
coup herfinances 'The Do¬ 
ris Day Show" was a moder¬

WADI KARKAR, Egypt (AP) 

— With a mix of nostalgia 
and sorrow, Egypt's Nu¬ 
bians look back at their 
lives in ancestral lands in 
southern Egyptasa peace¬ 
ful era tied intimately to the 
Nile River. 

Since their eviction in the 
1960s to make way for the 
giant lake behind the As¬ 
wan High Dam, they have 
lived in desolate towns 
further north, often on the 
edge ofthe desert. Many 
in the community yearn to 
return to lands along the 
banksof Lake Nasser. 

Two communities show the 
contrasts of the Nubians' 
fate — one pointing back 
to the Nubians' past, the 
other showing the state's 
fumbling attempts to find a 
substitute to quietcallsfora 
return to the old country. 

HBSA ISLAND 

The village of Heisa, home 
to around 2,000 people, of¬ 
fers a glimpse into what life 
was like for Nubians in their 
homeland before the up- 
heavalsofthe last century. 
It is perched on an island 
in the Aswan reservoir, 
which was created by the 
building of a small dam in 
1902. While other villages 
surrounding it were evacu¬ 
ated from the area, Heisa's 
people stayed, moving to 
higherground. Mostoftheir 
farmland was lost under 
water. Decades later, the 
Aswan High Dam was built 
upstream, sandwiching 
Heisa in between. 

The air is clean and crisp 
on the island. The houses, 
built on rocky hills, are spa- 
ciousand painted in bright 


colors, some with domes 
mirroring the traditional Nu¬ 
bian architecture. 

In some places, the Nile 
stretches majestically for 
more than a mile into the 
distance to the surround¬ 
ing desert shores. Children 
are out in the river on small 
boats in the afternoons as 
young men swim to cool 
off. Some of the villagers 
still practice old traditions 
like baptizing newborns in 
the Nile, grooms washing in 
its waters before their wed¬ 
ding or floating dishes of 
food forthe river's mythical 
guardians. 

Most of Heisa's men are 
government employees, 
usually going to work in 
Aswan in their boats, and 
then ferrying touristsa round 
the river for extra cash. 
Dozens of traditional sail¬ 
boats called feluccas are 
anchored at small docks 
around the island. Villag¬ 
ers grow fruit trees, mostly 


keeping the crop to eat 
themselves. 

Residents belong to some 
half dozen clans under a 
single tribe. It's like one big 
fa mily. 

There is only one doctor at 
the island'sc linic. He comes 
from Mansoura in the Nile 
Delta, some 1,000 kilome¬ 
ters (625 miles) to the north. 
When he'son vacation, the 
island's sick have to seek 
treatment in Aswan. Water 
supply is rationed. Electric¬ 
ity was not introduced to 
the island until the 1980s 
There is a primary school 
but for middle and high 
school, the children travel 
to nearby largervillageson 
the mainland. 

On a recent evening, sev¬ 
eral villagersdranktea and 
chatted on a mustabah, 
a concrete block built 
against a house's outer 
wall and used as a bench 
where men and women 
separately meet to social¬ 
ize. 

'The centerpiece of a typi¬ 
cal Nubian home is the 
mustabah," said Basheer 
Murakeb Mohammed, a 
58-year-old government 
employee, as he sipped his 
glass of sweet tea with milk, 
a fixture for Nubians' sunset 
sittings. 

'We don't feel isolated. We 
are here and we are hap¬ 
py to be here," he sa id. 

WADI KARKAR: 

Wadi Karkar, a complex 
built by the military in the 


desert west of Lake Nasser, 
has been touted by the 
government as providing a 
"Return" for Nubia ns 
First opened in 2008, the 
colony has about 2,000 
homes, and more are 
planned. There's a police 
station, post office and 
greenhouses that employ 
a few dozen people. With 
well-ordered symmetrical 
streets, it looks almost ex¬ 
actly like the innumerable 
other planned communi¬ 
ties that have been built in 
the deserts around Cairo 
and elsewhere — except 
the houses are built in a 
modem concrete-brick- 
and-stone imitation of the 
traditional mud-brick Nu¬ 
bian style. 

Authorities boast that it will 
eventually number some 
30,000 people. Some Nu¬ 
bians qualify to receive 
homes there for free as 
compensation forpast loss¬ 
es. 


But so fa r, Wa d i Ka rka r ha s 
fallen flat. 

Fewer than 500 of the 
homes are occupied, and 
the streets in many parts 
feel deserted. 

People have been reluc¬ 
tant to move in because of 
lack of jobs or services. The 
mobile signal is sketchy. 
Recently, a bus service 
between the colony and 
Aswan, some 25 kilometers 
(15 miles) away, was sus¬ 
pended because it wasn't 
economically feasible, ac¬ 
cording to residents 
'The problem here is devel¬ 
opment," said Mohammed 
Haroun. The 64-year-old 
moved here with his wife 
in 2014. He was 9 when his 
family was moved from 
their village of Daboud in 
1963and relocated to Kom 
Ombo, before latermoving 
to Aswan. 

Haroun said he's happy 
with Wadi Karkar. It's a 
pleasant place to retire 
after 40 yea rs working at a 
state-run chemical factory, 
the air is clean, it's quiet, 
the electricity and water 
work, he explains. He grows 
peppers, basil and parsley 
in his little home garden 
and hangs out with other 
men his age after the sun¬ 
set prayers. 

"But there is no river here!" 
he said with a laugh. The 
shores of Lake Nasser are 
an 8-kilometer(5-mile) drive 
away. He remembered his 
childhood playing in the 
Nile and rituals like baptiz¬ 
ing children in the river. 

His six children and 10 
grandchildren have notfol- 
lowed him to Wadi Karkar. 
They only visit. 

'The government said this is 
Return, but it is not Return,"
